Which divisions apply to your project? 


1. Exteriors: Any improvement from lot line to lot line 
that makes for a more attractive outside picture, a more useful 
house and yard. Among many examples: General improvement 
of house’s appearance, such as done by painting, roofing, — 
ing. Improvement of design by removal or redesign, say, trim 

ming back an old-fashioned overhang to a more modern seof. 
Development of any detached structures like garage, garden- 
storage unit, workshop.

Spring care of roses 


TAKE TIME NOW to check your roses to see how 
they’ve come through the winter, and keep an eye 
on the weather reports. When there’s no danger of 
a hard freeze, here’s how to take off their winter 


wraps, and give them a good start this spring 


Wash protective mound of dirt from 
roses with a hose, on one of the first 
mild days of spring. This is the 
quickest and safest way to clean 
clinging soil from canes without 
damaging new shoots or bark. 

Don’t fear late frosts. Early ex- 
posure toughens roses, making them 
more resistant to cold than those 
kept under wraps. 


Prune deadwood from roses, cutting 
to about one-fourth inch above a 
bud where live, green wood begins. 

In the northern states, where 
winter damage is more severe, this 
may mean cutting canes back almost 
to ground level. 

On hybrid-teas prune high, pref- 
erably to buds that point outward. 
On climbers, cut oldest stems back 
to ground, but prune only winter- 
killed tips from young stems. 


Feed your roses when shoots are 
about 11% inches long, to encourage 
early growth, strong stems. 

Sprinkle a handful of complete 
plant food in a circle around the 
plant, scratching it into the top inch 
of the soil. Water well so food is car- 
ried down to roots. 

Repeat feeding every month or so 
to have healthy plants with best 
foliage and blooms. 


Water your roses at a rate equiva- 
lent to an inch of rainfall a week. 

Don’t depend on regular spring 
rains to do the job. Have no fear of 
overwatering. Thoroughly soak the 
soil to be sure water reaches deep 
roots, particularly in summer. 

To keep soil cooler and reduce 
loss of soil moisture, use a mulch of 
ground corncobs, composted leaves, 
or peatmoss about base of roses.

H.. do you tell an 8-year-old boy he has 
heart disease? How do you explain that he must 
never run, or jump, or climb trees again? How 
do you tell him...” 

Timmy Mason’s mother, herself under 30, 
broke into sobs. The past four months had been 
bad enough. 

First, Timmy had been in bed with a sore 
throat, then again two weeks later with fever and 
pains in his knees and elbows, and for weeks 
since then although he seemed perfectly well. 
Now this. How could heart disease strike such a 
young child? 

“Rheumatic fever is a strange and unpredict- 
able disease,”’ explained the doctor. ‘‘For quite a 
while we couldn’t tell whether he had it or not, 
because his rheumatic symptoms weren’t very 
pronounced. Then we had to keep him in bed, 
hoping we could prevent damage to the heart 
valves. 

‘But it happened anyway.” There was despair 
now in Martha Mason’s tone. 

“I’m afraid so. It appears that two valves have 
been damaged. Timmy will have to lead a quiet 
life until the extent of damage can be accurately 
measured. We'll see how well the heart mends 
itself, and if progress isn’t satisfactory, we may 
find it wise to operate.” 

“You mean something can be done?” Mrs. 
Mason asked. 

“Indeed,” he replied, ‘“‘a great deal can be 
done. A few years ago there was no cure for 
rheumatic heart disease. Timmy would have 
been subject to additional attacks of rheumatic 
fever, each damaging the heart a little more, and

he’d face the prospect of disability and early 
death. Today, things are different.” 

“Doctor, we want to do everything we can,” 
Timmy’s mother said. ‘What do you advise?” 

‘First thing is to hold damage to a minimum, 
and that means careful evaluation of the heart’s 
reserves. We now have drugs that usually pre- 
vent future rheumatic attacks, so there’s little 
fear of further damage on that score. And sur- 
geons are working to perfect operations that may 
repair the harm already done.” 

This conversation took place three years ago. 
Today, Timmy is a robust youngster, free to 
romp and play without pampering his heart. He 
may never be able to play football, but he can 
look forward to the less strenuous sports in high 
school, and to a reasonably active adult life. 

While surgeons worked to improve their tech- 
niques, Timmy was protected against further 
rheumatic attacks by keeping a constant supply 
of penicillin in his blood. (Penicillin is supplied 
free in many states to rheumatic-fever victims 
who can’t afford it.) 

At first, Timmy had to take tablets every day. 
He was prone to forget them, but his mother 
kept close watch to see that he didn’t. 


Thea, about 18 months ago, he was switched to 
a new, long-acting penicillin that made it un- 
necessary for either Timmy or his mother to 
trust their memories. 

Once each month, his doctor’s secretary tele- 
phones to remind that it’s time for Timmy’s in- 
jection. He stops in at the doctor’s office on his 
way home from school, then forgets about peni- 
cillin for another month, although the antibiotic 
remains active in his blood to ward off another 
infection. { Turn to page 24

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New protection for your children 


Early last year, Timmy’s dad 
took him to Philadelphia to be ex- 
amined by Dr. Charles P. Bailey, 
who had reawakened interest in 
cardiac surgery when he success- 
fully performed an operation on a 
mitral heart valve in June, 1948. 

Others had done similar opera- 
tions before, with spotty results. A 
British surgeon, Sir Henry Souttar, 
reported a successful case in 1925 
—and found himself the center of 
violent criticism for having dared 
such a foolhardy procedure. Sir 
Henry never attempted it again, 
and it remained for Dr. Bailey and 
others, working in an antibiotic 
age, to perfect details of execution. 

Dr. Bailey’s present-day tech- 
nique is based on what he calls the 
“multivalvular concept.” Although 
the mitral valve is the one most 
often damaged by rheumatic fever, 
two others—the tricuspid and 
aortic valves—are also sometimes 
scarred. Correction can’t be com- 
plete unless all three are in proper 
working order, he declares. The 
fourth heart valve, called “pul- 
monary” because it supplies blood 
to the lungs, is rarely subject to 
damage by rheumatic fever. 


‘be check on all three valves sus- 
pected of malfunction, Dr. Bailey 
approaches the heart from the 
right side, rather than from the 
customary left. It is more difficult 
to reach the mitral valve from this 
approach, but a check of the tri- 
cuspid can be made through the 
same incision by a simple five-min- 
ute exploration. The aortic valve 
can also be reached by the single 
incision, but because that proce- 
dure involves major surgery it is 
done only when prior studies by 
cardiac catheter show it is needed. 

Once inside the heart, the sur- 
geon must be guided entirely by 
his sence of touch. Dr. Bailey dis- 
penses with rubber gloves to obtain 
the greater sensitivity of his bare 
finger. Sometimes he is able to re- 
open a partially closed valve by 
fingertip pressure alone. If that 
fails, a small flat-handled knife is 
passed along his finger into the 
pulsating heart. He is then able to 
divide the scar tissue which pre- 
vents proper function of the valve. 

‘A heart valve has lips that open 
and close, much like your mouth,” 
Dr. Bailey explains. “‘Scar tissue 
makes the lips grow together, start- 
ing at the edges and working to- 
ward the middle until the aperture 
is very small.’’ The doctor demon- 
strates by puckering his lips as if to 
whistle. 

“Not enough blood can pass 
through such a small opening. We 
simply divide the scar tissue, along 
nature’s original lines, so the lips 
can open fully again,” he says. 

This operation was performed 
successfully on Timmy, although 
his case was an unusually bad one. 
He had suffered damage to both 
the mitral and tricuspid valves 
after a single bout with rheumatic 
fever. 

Many of the estimated 210,000

victims of the malady each year 
(mostly children, for it strikes pre- 
dominantly in the 5 to 15 age 
group) get through the first en- 
counter without heart involvement. 

Kathie was one of these. Stricken 
just before her twelfth birthday, 
her symptoms were more obvious 
than Timmy’s had been. She was 
promptly treated in the acute stage 
with ACTH and placed immediate- 
ly on a long-term penicillin sched- 
ule. Now she needn’t worry about 
another attack that might damage 
her heart, although she’ be getting 
monthly penicillin injections for 
several years. 


| er fever is one of the 
enigmas of medicine. Its symptoms 
are those of many other ailments, 
making it extremely difficult for 
doctors to diagnose. Its exact cause 
is unknown. Nor is there any logi- 
cal explanation for the fact that it 
does only temporary damage to the 
joints which it affects first, yet 
leaves its permanent mark, when 
there is one, on the heart. 

But there has been a significant 
discovery about rheumatic fever in 
the past half century. It is agreed 
by almost all authorities that a 
streptococcic infection invariably 
comes first. A certain group of 
strep germs, known as the beta- 
hemolytic ones, have been tracked 
down as the culprits. 

Not every person who contracts 
a beta-hemolytic strep infection 
comes down with rheumatic fever. 
Only about 3 percent of them do, 
making the strep infection only one 
of many minor clues—no one of 
them entirely reliable. 


Unlike many childhood diseases, 
in which the first attack provides 
immunity against future ones, 
rheumatic fever is a recurrent dis- 
ease. About half the victims of a 
first encounter will have additional 
ones if they’re not protected against 
them. 

The late Dr. T. Duckett Jones, 
who devoted more than 30 years to 
study of rheumatic fever before his 
death in 1954, vividly recalled 
streptococcal epidemics in hospi- 
tals during the 1920s. Once pres- 
ent, the germs would spread like 
wildfire through an entire institu- 
tion despite all known efforts to 
curb them. Inevitably, two or 
three weeks later, cases of rheu- 
matic fever would appear. 

“If we only had a way of pre- 
venting those strep epidemics,” 
reasoned several investigators in 
1930, “we'd be able to prevent 
rheumatic fever.” 

The chances to put this theory 
into practice came a few years 
later, with the advent of sulfon- 
amides. When strep _ infection 
reared its ugly head, it could be 
controlled, giving protection to 
nearby persons. Later, when peni- 
cillin became plentiful after World 
War II, the medical profession had 
an even more potent weapon. 

Still, both penicillin and the sul-

Bias in 1940, Dr. William Feinbloom, a New York op- 
tometrist and one of the most restless inventors and innova- 
tors in his field, was in Los Angeles giving a series of lectures. 
A friend on the staff of the California Institute of Technology 
phoned him. 

“They’re having some V.I.P.s down tomorrow to look 
over the big show,” he told him. ‘“‘How about coming over?” 
The “big show” was the grinding and polishing of the 200- 
inch slab of glass that forms the lens of the Hale telescope at 
Palomar. Feinbloom joined the grand tour at Cal Tech and 
was amazed by this optical mammoth which is now staring 
100 million light years into the yawning abyss of space. 

“It seemed incongruous to me,” he recalls, “‘that man 
could keep coming up with new devices to poke holes in the 
heavens, yet couldn’t seem to help so many people who'd 
give a right arm just to see a few feet in front of them. 

Could the genius of Palomar be adapted and compressed 
to bring comparable wizardry to ordinary eyeglasses? Back 
home in New York, where he was serving as research fellow 
at Columbia University, Doctor Feinbloom began to dabble 


with experimental equations and off-beat designs. World 
War II interrupted. But in 1947, he picked up the threads 
again and conducted intensive research and experiments 
that lasted for six years. In the late stages of his research, 
Doctor Feinbloom collaborated with a number of other 
professional experts, including deans and professors of the 
leading colleges of optometry and representatives of the New 
York State Optometric Association. Altogether, they ex- 
perimented with more than 2,500 pilot-lens combinations 
before working out the formula and design for the final 
product—a new lens that utilizes the principles of our great- 

est telescope to provide escape from human blindness. 
About 2,000,000 people in this country—and millions 
abroad—are unable to read newspaper print or hold down 
a jab requiring close work. Thousands more, although not 
completely blind, are legally classed as such because they 
have less than 10 percent vision. Their number keeps in- 
creasing every year, because in our steadily aging popula- 
tion, more people are being hit by debilitating eye diseases.

coaxes maximum use of the few 
live and workable optic nerves they 
still have, a large percentage of 
them are able to see. 

The key to the power of the 
Palomar telescope is that its lens is 
parabola-shaped, like the cables on 
a suspension bridge. This permits a 
great depth of focus and enormous- 
ly magnifies vision without mag- 
nifying blurs and aberrations. The 
spherical lenses used in ordinary 
spectacles or magnifying glasses 
lack this quality. Furthermore, 
they don’t have enough power to 
project a sharp image on the retina 
—the photographic plate in the 
eye—when the thousands of optic 
nerves that dot the retina have 
been largely killed off. This new 
lens was the first to employ a para- 
bolic effect with tremendous mag- 
nifying power on the small surface 
of the human eye. It was also made 
as a doublet—actually two lenses 
with different curves set in a plastic 
rim and separated from each other 
by a tiny sealed air space. This 
permits clear vision from the center 
of the glass to its very edge. In this 
type of clear-image lens, the image 
focuses on infinity, rather than 
close to the eyes, and prevents 
strain on the minute treasure of 
vision the patient still retains. 


te date, the new lens has been 
tested on nearly 3,000 people with 
better than 75 percent effective- 
ness. It has been officially endorsed 
by the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Service of the New York State 
Commission for the Blind and dem- 
onstrated at the International Con- 
gress of Ophthalmology. The most 
important tests have been conduct- 
ed at the Industrial Home for the 
Blind in Brooklyn, New York. 

Of the 3,000 case histories re- 
ported thus far, the most remark- 
able concerns a Swedish exporter. 
He was born in 1872 with no vision 
in his right eye. Told it was totally 
blind, he went through life on the 
strength of his good left eve until 
four years ago when an attack of 
arteriosclerosis caused a blood ves- 
sel to burst in his good eye, de- 
stroying all but 3 percent of its 
vision. He consulted a number of 
eye surgeons in Europe and found 
that nothing could be done for the 
eye either by medication or sur- 
gery. One surgeon recommended a 
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try at the new doublet lens. So he 
came to America—only to suffer 
fresh disappointment. The few 
nerve fibers still functioning in the 
left eye were at opposite ends of the 
eyeball, and it was impossible to 
combine their strength with the 
lens to materially increase vision. 

Doctor Feinbloom tried the lens 
on the “‘sightless” right eye. After a 
period of practice with the lens, the 
patient was able to get up to 25 
percent of normal vision for dis- 
tance and 50 percent for reading— 
good enough to read newspaper 
print. 


I, seems there are some cases 
where optic nerve fibers lie myste- 
riously dormant but are not dead. 
When struck by a sharply focused 
image—the kind formed by a high- 
magnifying lens—these fibers are 
““awakened.”” Once active, they 
function normally, apparently un- 
affected by years of inactivity. 

The results of this case have 
spurred optometrists and ophthal- 
mologists to attempt to “awaken” 
fibers in other cases where blind- 
ness is apparently total and beyond 
hope of recall. 

A qualified success has been 
achieved in at least one other in- 
stance. A teen-aged girl in Michi- 
gan—who lost her right eye in a 
childhood accident—later devel- 
oped cataracts in her other eye. An 
operation failed to help her, and 
she was left without vision until the 
doublet lens stirred up a few fibers 
that were still alive, although in- 
active. She now sees well enough to 
recognize the faces of relatives and 
friends, and she is steadily recap- 
turing her reading vision. 

Social workers who have worked 
with the near-blind are thoroughly 
familiar with the fact that one may 
literally will himself sight, or rob 
himself of it, as he chooses. 


Motivation is all-important,” 
say Drs. G. Ottenheimer Hellinger 
and Louis J. Bettica of the Indus- 
trial Home for the Blind, Brooklyn. 
“The man who is legally blind and 
is disposed to accept only what he 
once had—perfect vision and that 
without the help of thick glasses— 
tries the new lens and finds it does 
not help him at all. Another man 
whose eyes are no better physically

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How WOMEN can cut

Now is the time to start—legitimately —reducing your 


income-tax payments for 1956. Here’s a do-it-together plan 


that includes 15 ways a wife can help

Bucs year, over one and a half million citi- 
zens—many in the under-$10,000 income brack- 
ets—pay more tax than they need to. The aver- 
age overpayment amounts to $75 per person, 
which means that some taxpayers—perhaps you 
—paid several hundred dollars too much. If the 
mistake is picked up, you get a refund—some- 
times several months later. But if your error isn’t 
caught, you lose. 

Uncle Sam, no Simon Legree, is happiest 
when people pay exactly the tax they owe. It 
costs the government money to make refunds or 
collect more funds—because of taxpayer’s mathe- 
matical errors, misunderstanding, or memory 
lapses due to lack of records. 

“But there’s no point in our family keeping 
expense records,” you may say. ““We always use 
Form 1040A for our taxes, and the government 
figures it for you.” 

No matter how you’ve paid taxes in the past, 
the year ahead may be different. A pay raise or a 
bonus could bounce your family into a higher 
tax bracket fast—and on incomes over $5000 
you can’t use Form 1040A. 

A spell of sickness might mean big doctor bills 
and maybe<a loan from the bank. Medical ex- 
penses and interest on loans can help reduce your 
taxes, under certain conditions. But be prepared 
to prove you spent the money! 

With a simple do-it-together plan, you’ll have 
all your figures in order at this time next year. 
The man of the house can cope with the tax 
forms (which may or may not be as complicated 
as he likes to make out!); his wife, who is prob- 
ably the family’s chief purchasing agent will 
keep records and proof of expenditures as they 
come along. Special tax-record folders cost about 
$2—but a big manila envelope, a few small en- 
velopes, and a notebook or record sheet will do 
just as well. 

If your nonbusiness deductible expenses add 
up to more than 10 percent of adjusted gross in- 
come (in any salary bracket) you'll probably 
save money by itemizing them on Form 1040. 
According to the U. S. Treasury Department’s 
Internal Revenue Service, here’s what you 


should do to help your family get the best possi- 
ble tax break: 
Keep all bank statements. The income-tax au- 


ditor may ask for them, to check your,deposits _ 


against the income reported—no matter which 
tax form you use. Hint: if you handle sizable 
amounts that don’t belong to you—club funds, 
for instance—keep separate records so this money 
can be identified. (What are your chances of: 


being audited? On incomes of less than $10,000,

**screened’’—sometimes they’re audited. Between 
$10,000 and $50,000 every return is examined

America’s 55 million returns gets the once-over 
for mathematical errors.) 

Save all W-2 Forms. These forms, your official 
proof of wages paid and taxes withheld, should 
be filed away with special care. The original 
must be attached to your tax return and the 
duplicate should be retained in your tax records. 

Write down extra income. Use your notebook 
to keep an up-to-date record of dividends, bo- 
nuses, rents, interest on loans, bonds, savings 
accounts—all big and little bits of income. 

Keep a record of drug purchases. “‘I’d be 
snowed under with paper,” you object, “‘if I kept 
sales slips every time I buy aspirin and things 
like that!” 

That’s where your notebook or record sheet 
comes in handy again. Jot down the amount, 
place, and date of drug and medicine purchases. 
Wait, when possible, till you have a sizable list 
before buying. Pay by check if you can. 

Drug expenses, you may discover, are well 
worth fooling with taxwise. Everything in excess 
of 1 percent of adjusted gross income can be 
counted as a medical expense which might help 
reduce your tax. (New rule: tooth paste doesn’t 
count as a deduction. False teeth still do!) 

Save proof of medical payments. Put all bills, 
receipts or cancelled checks in one of your small 
tax-record envelopes. Medical expenses which 
exceed 3 percent of your adjusted gross income 
can be itemized as deductions. Include doctor,

registered-nurse bills. The part of a 
practical-nurse’s fee which repre- 
sents caring for the sick (not doing 
domestic duties) is a medical ex- 
pense.

New melon signals when ripe 


Have trouble telling when a watermelon is ripe? Then 
you'll welcome a new variety developed at the Mis- 
souri Experiment Station by Dr. A. H. Hibbard. 

When the fruit ripens, leaves on the vine lose their 
chlorophyll and the melon rind turns a distinctive 
yellow. This won’t help small boys raiding the melon 
patch at night, but it’s a vast improvement over the 
old thump method by day. 


Foliage plants and cortisone 


Here’s an item for your strange-but-true scrapbook. 
U.S.D.A. scientists trying to find new sources of cor- 
tisone have discovered several new ornamental foliage 
plants. 

The best source of raw material for manufacturing 
cortisone is a tropical yam, Dioscorea. The U.S.D.A. 
imported many new species of this yam in an effort to 
find plants with a higher cortisone potential. Although 
most of these were valueless as a drug raw material, 
several turned out to be surprisingly beautiful. 

Dr. John Creech at the Plant Introduction Station 
is now increasing the best of these, and they may even- 
tually find their way into greenhouses and flower shops. 


Double your bean crop, easy 


Take it easy, if you want more beans. They'don’t need 
a lot of cultivation. In fact, tests made at the Univer- 
sity of Florida show that shallow cultivation will give 
you the biggest crops. 

When beans were cultivated 3 inches deep, produc- 
tion dropped to half that of beans cultivated only an 
inch deep. For the home gardener, this means culti- 
vating early so you can get out the weeds without dis- 
turbing the beans. Two cultivations should be enough 
for most crops. 


Better transplanting technique found 


Take one part old newspapers, three parts of peat, 
beat thoroughly in a food blender with enough water 
to make a pulp, and you’ve got a mixture that will 
make transplanting seedlings a snap. 

The technique was developed at Michigan State 
College for transplanting snap beans, which are ex- 
tremely difficult to transplant. Seedlings are dug with 
as much root as possible, and the roots are dipped in 
the pulp-peat mixture. When they have drained, they 
are planted immediately. 

Bean seedlings and seedlings of other difficult-to- 
transplant vegetables recovered much faster than when 
handled in the regular way.

In tests at the West Virginia Experiment Station, 90 
percent of the strawberry blooms protected by wax 
paper survived late frosts, while only 75 percent came 
through safe when protected by straw—the usual frost 
protection. And the wax-paper method required only 
half the time and labor of the straw mulch. 

In California, strawberry growers are getting a bet- 
ter crop with plastic sheets, used as a mulch. The 
sheets are shoved under the foliage to keep the berries 
off the soil. Because the berries don’t touch the soil, 
there’s much less rotting loss in wet spring weather. 

To allow water to drain through the sheets, holes 
are drilled every three or four inches along the plastic 
before it is unrolled. 


Lace bug true sissy 


The sissy of the insect world must be the Adromeda 
lace bug. According to tests at the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, it can be controlled by 
any one of eight common insecticides—and only one 
spray at that. 

Effective controls include DDT, lindane, hepta- 
chlor, endrin, chlordane, aldrin, dieldrin, and mala- 
thion. Any multipurpose pesticide should do the job. 


Christmas-rose forced indoors 


Dutch scientists have found that you can force the 
Christmas-rose, Helleborus niger, to bloom indoors. 
Procedure is simple. Just pot up the fleshy roots in 
a porous soil mixture, and store them at 28 to 30 de- 
grees for a week before you force them. With this 
treatment, all the flowers will open together. 

But it is important to store the roots no more than 
one week. If the plants have been previously frozen, or 
if the cold storage is continued for longer than a week, 
the flowers will open irregularly for a longer period of 
time. 


Can we solve the virus riddle? 


Are we about to solve the riddle of virus control? Re- 
ports from several experiment centers point to this 
exciting possibility. To date, at least three different 
viruses have been held in check by chemical means. 
First, a report from the California College of Agri- 
culture tells of reducing the severity of tobacco mosaic, 
with indolbutyric acid. Plants sprayed with the acid, 
then inoculated with the virus mosaic, did not develop 
the disease for 15 days after the normal period. 
Second, a report from the Connecticut Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station tells about work with a virus 
disease of lettuce, called “‘big vein.” Lettuce plants 
sprayed with 2,4-6 trichlorophenoxyacetic acid were 
much more resistant to big vein than unsprayed plants. 
Third, Dr. H. C. Kirkpatrick at Washington State 
College finds that tomato mosaic virus can be held in 
check by treating tomatoes with thiouracil. The virus 
does not spread in plants treated with this chemical. 
If I interpret these reports correctly, they seem to 
indicate that virus diseases are tied in with the res- 
piratory and growth-regulator systems of plants. 
Further work along these lines should produce some 
interesting results.

By fall of 1958, the Seaway will be a reality and the cities of the Great Lakes will 
become an inland empire on the sea. The produce and products of mid-America 
will flow through the St. Lawrence to the nations of the world. By 1965, 52 million 
tons annually (25 percent more than through the Panama Canal) will go through 


: the turbulent St. Lawrence River just west of 
Montreal, a 3-century-old dream—the St. Lawrence 
Seaway Project—is materializing. Huge’ earth-moving 
machines are gouging a long trench across green fields 
near Massena, New York. Raw earth scars the landscape. 
Dust rolls from giant, rubber-tired wheels. 

Across the River, near Cornwall, Ontario, a rusty-red 
temporary dam bars one of the river’s channels. Hel- 
meted workers swarm on the dry bed. A winch blows 
steam. A pile driver beats a steady refrain. 

Behind the temporary dam, foundations of a 2.2 mil- 
lion hp hydroelectric generating plant are rising. In the 
trench, men are shaping the Long Sault Canal through 
which big ocean vessels will bypass the dam. 

You can stand on a bluff near Cornwall, or drive over a 
newly built road onto Barnhart Island near Massena and 
be a “sidewalk superintendent” at this project—one of 
the largest in the world today. You can gaze across the 
river and imagine water generating power as it rushes 
through gates of a 3,200-foot power dam. Or you may 
visualize giant ocean freighters squeezing through the 
locks.

THE TYPICAL BATHROOM in the older house 
is probably second only to the kitchen as a candi- 
date for improvement. It is often large, but usually 
equipped with only three fixtures. For any large or 
even average-size family, it is inadequate, incon- 
venient, and annoyingly lacking in privacy. 

The successful approach to improvement—to 
making two baths out of one or adding a second 
bathroom elsewhere in the house—follows a set of 
basic planning ideas: 
> Use all available space as in remodeling any 
room. 
> Develop logical traffic even for the smallest bath. 
> Add storage over and under fixtures, in corners. 
> Locate lighting to giveareas (particularly mirrors) 
balanced illumination. 
> Install mechanical ventilation for “‘inside” baths. 
> Arrange fixtures so piping is kept at a minimum. 
> Select materials and fixtures that are durable 
and easily maintained. 
> Use color to make bath appear larger, brighter. 

And remember, rebuilding an old bathroom elim- 
inates the cost of knocking out walls, adding a new 
soil stack, or running in additional piping.

Place longest branch in center of needlepoint holder— with tip directly 
over base (the secret of balanced arrangements); second and third branches 
reach out and forward from sides. Daffodils form center of interest. 


A bowl of daffodils and narcissus fills your room 
with the fresh fragrance of spring. 

The beautifully balanced triangular line is 
accomplished by using the smaller, lighter- 
colored blossoms straight and high and bringing 
the side clusters slightly forward toward your 
shoulders.

Beat egg whites till frothy; add 
water and salt. Beat till stiff but not 
dry. Combine yolks with flour and 
pepper; beat till thick and lemon- 
colored. Fold yolks into whites. 
Heat butter in a 10-inch skillet; 
pour in omelet mixture. Level 
gently, leaving slightly higher 
around outside edge. Cook over 
low heat till puffy and lightly 
browned on bottom, about 5 min- 
utes. Finish in slow oven (300°) 8 to 
10 minutes. Omelet is done when 
knife inserted in center comes out 
clean. Loosen. Make a cut at right 
angles to the handle of skillet, just 
past center. Fold. Remove to warm 
platter. If desired, lift up top half 
and fill omelet with canned cran- 
berry sauce; fold again.

Your child’s health: 


Busy doctors have only a limited amount of 
time in which to make house calls. Here’s how 
to make the most of your physician’s visit 


when your child must be examined at home 


By Francis Kedl, ™. D. 


Here are reasons why your child’s doctor may make 


fewer house calls than did physicians of yesteryear— 


Because: The booming birth rate of the last decade has greatly in- 
creased the number of child-patients each doctor must treat. 


Because: Medically valuable time is lost in driving over wide areas 
and through traffic jams to make house calls. Office examinations 
permit doctors to concentrate their entire time on diagnosis, treat- 
ment, and preventive care. 


Because: More varied equipment and medicines, as well as labora- 
tory aids, are available at the doctor’s office. 


2a doctors and many medical centers make no house calls 
whatsoever. They maintain modern medicine can accomplish 
quicker cures in one office visit than any number of bedside calls. 

They assert that the movement of doctors to the suburbs, 
along with doubled automobile ownership since World War II, 
make it easy for a patient to be brought to the office where the 
doctor’s laboratory helps him quickly to diagnose and correctly 
treat any illness. They insist that the fresh air on the ride over 
will not harm any patient. 

The doctors who make house calls point out that such visits 
are traditional and that a majority of diagnoses can be made 
without laboratory aids. To them, the house call is a service the 
doctor gives his patient. Hence, they may be reluctant to make 
house calls on patients they don’t know. 

The many contagious diseases of children require that some 
house calls be made. Then, too, a mother is not always able to

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What about house calls? 
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Help doctor’s examination by removing any distractions, including 
pets. “Pal” may resent the going-over that a doctor gives his master 


leave her other children while she takes the sick one to the 
doctor’s office. 


How to get the most from a house call 


But, since his time will continue to be limited, it is important 
for you to know how you can get more from your doctor’s house 
call, when one is required. 

If you want your child seen as soon as possible, find out what 
time your doctor sets aside for his calls and then phone him be- 
fore he has left to make them. 

Most doctors make house calls in the morning before and after 
their hospital rounds. Many doctors in large cities time their 
house calls to avoid the rush-hour traffic. Some doctors wait 
until they have completed their afternoon office hours. 

When to call your doctor is frequently a difficult decision. 
Don’t rely only on your child’s temperature. A rising evening 
temperature doesn’t mean he’s getting worse any more than a 
falling morning temperature means that he is improving. His 
body temperature will fluctuate in any illness. It may even re- 
main low in some serious conditions like acute appendicitis. 

Nor should you consider only his appetite. Under 1 year of 
age, a baby continues to eat even in the most serious illness; 
over 1 year, a loss of appetite will be one of the first symptoms 
to appear in any illness. 

Rather than judge by one isolated symptom, it’s better to 
look at the general picture. Does he act sick? Is he listless? Does 
he have pain? How long has it been present? What other symp- 
toms does he have? 

When you can’t make up your mind about the need for a 
house call, talk it over with your doctor. He will help you decide. 
In deciding what patient they will see, most doctors give priority 
to bleeding, next, to pain, and, last, to fever. 

Time is lost needlessly by delaying the decision for a house 
call until your husband returns from work. If you feel you must 
talk over the situation with him, why not do it earlier by phone? 
Then your complete report will await him when he comes home 
in the evening. That’s so much better than spending an anxious 
evening waiting for the doctor. After a full day, a tired doctor 
will be reluctant to take rapid leave of his home and family to 
make a house call that he could have made easily during the day. 

Be sure the doctor knows how to get to your house if it is 
difficult to find. In a new subdivision, there may be only one 
passable road to the house or the street markers may not be up. 
If there are other streets by the same name __[ Turn to next page

or number, emphasize whether it’s 
avenue, court, road, drive, or ter- 
race. Is it a house or an apart- 
ment? Side or rear entrance? Is 
your name on the mailbox or do 
you live with relatives of a different 
name? On what floor do you live? 

When you call your doctor in the 
evening, guide him by the light at 
your front door. Does it illuminate 
your house number? There are so 
many that don’t. Have you looked 
at your house number recently? 
You may be surprised to find it 
concealed by overgrown shrubs. 

If you live in a congested city, 
tell the doctor where he may find 
parking space. One doctor who 
had to park several blocks from a 
patient’s house grumbled about 
the lack of parking facilities in the 
area. It was only then that he was 
told that an area for parking was 
reserved in the rear of the apart- 
ment house. 

If you live in the country or in 
an area where all the houses look 
alike, try hanging a towel from the 
mailbox or front doorknob. It will 
mark your house for a long dis- 
tance. Tell doctor to look for it. 


os history of the illness is ex- 
tremely important to the doctor. 

He relies on many techniques to 
help him in his diagnosis. He can 
look into the body orifices with dif- 
ferent types of scopes (broncho- 
scope, proctoscope, and so forth), 
observe the shadows of organs with 
X-rays, analyze blood and urine, 
study biopsied material micro- 
scopically, and read the pattern of 
electric currents through the heart 
and brain (electrocardiogram and 
electroencephalogram). 

Yet these mechanical measures 
cannot lead him to the diagnosis as 
well as a careful analysis and inter- 
pretation of your symptoms and 
his physical findings. One noted 
professor said: “In some of my 
toughest cases, I depend on a de- 
tailed history as much as I do on 
my examination.” 


; story provides the earliest 
clue to the disease. The better your 
account, the sooner you may have 
a diagnosis. While you wait for the 
doctor, think over the illness, even 
write out some of the main points. 

How and when did it start? Is 
there pain? Where? Is it sharp or 
dull? Does it recur? Does it stay in 
one location or does it travel? Does 
anything make the pain worse? 
Better? What have the bowel move- 
ments been like? Has there been 
any exposure to contagious illness? 

In your questioning, be careful 
not to lead the child on to say what 
you want him to say. Instead of 
asking a leading question like 
“Does your throat hurt you?” ask 
a neutral one, ““Where does it hurt 
you?” 

Away from his office and labora- 
tory aids, your doctor will rely on 
your report of the illness more than 
ever. If it is well thought out, you’ll

be able to answer his questions 
easily. 

Try to be specific in your de- 
scription. There is more meaning 
for your doctor when you say, 
“Baby has had 10 loose bowel 
movements,” rather than, ‘“‘He’s 
had a bowel movement with every 
diaper change.” 

Should your youngster have a 
bloody stool, don’t flush it down 
the toilet until the doctor has 
looked at it. If your baby’s bowel 
movement is peculiar, save it in the 
diaper. 

If you think that the doctor may 
want a urine specimen, collect it in 
a bottle that has been washed and 
boiled. 

Save anything unusual that 
comes from your patient’s body. 
Your doctor may recognize its sig- 
nificance at a glance or he may 
want it analyzed by his laboratory. 


White you wait for the doctor, 
you may not notice that the radio 
or television is too loud for you to 
hear the front doorbell. Keep it 
tuned low, especially if you are up- 
stairs with your patient. Is the bell 
in a prominent place or is it locked 
inside your storm door? If it’s out 
of order, place a sign above it say- 
ing so. 

When you meet the doctor at the 
door, don’t bother to take his hat 
and coat; from long habit in his

medical training, he’ll most likely 
toss it on the nearest chair. That 
saves time for both of you. 

Unless he’s just scrubbed at the 
hospital, he will want to wash his 
hands. Show him where he can do 
so, and have soap and towel ready 
for him. The more time you save, 
the more time he can spend with 
you and the patient. 

With a sick child on your hands, 
your usual standards of housekeep- 
ing will be lowered. Don’t apolo- 
gize for the upset appearance of 
your home. Your doctor knows 
that you don’t have enough time to 
take care of both your little patient 
and the house. When you try to do 
both, your health may suffer. If 
you can’t get someone to help you, 
he would prefer that you neglect 
the house rather than the patient or 
yourself. 

You can help your doctor con- 
centrate on his examination by re- 
moving any distractions. Don’t 
wait until the doctor arrives to lock 
your dog in another part of the 
house. Saying “‘he won’t bite you” 
doesn’t always put the doctor at 
ease and never seems to relax the 
dog. Vigilant and _ inquisitive, 
“Pal” may misunderstand the 
“‘going-over” that a doctor gives 
his master. 

When you talk to the doctor 
while he is listening through his 
stethoscope, he hears a distracting, 
muffled voice. The radio and tele- 
vision have the same effect. Turn 
them off as the doctor starts his ex- 
amination of the youngster. 

Do you have enough light in the 
sickroom? Many pediatricians pre- 
fer to use the kitchen table for the 
examination because of the bright, 
overhead light there. 

When the whole family crowds 
into the examining room, there 
may be distracting whispering and 
talking. However, preschool chil- 
dren, who delight in watching any- 
body at work, will find the doctor’s

sister educational. Later, at their 
own regular check-up, they may 


face the doctor with more confi-° 


dence in him. 

When you call the doctor, don’t 
let it come as a surprise to Junior. 
Let him know that “doctor is com- 
ing to make you better.” Telling 
him the truth, even if he raises a 
fuss, gives him more faith in you 
and is really more reassuring for 
him. His Number One worry, 
‘Will the doctor give me a shot?” 
requires a truthful answer. You 
don’t know. You do know that he 
will be examined. 


} a can give better nursing care 
if you fully understand the doctor’s 
instructions. Don’t hesitate to ask 
questions to clarify any of your 
doubts. If you ask them at the bed- 
side, both you and the doctor 
should avoid the use of any expres- 
sion that might create anxiety. 

One little girl was upset because 
she heard the doctor tell her mother 
that there were ‘“‘bugs in her 
urine.”’ Neither should you whisper 
outside the sickroom. 

Little children think of “‘the 
worst,”” too. Where there has been 
a recent death in the family, a 
child may have observed that the 
doctor visited Grandpa several 
times and then Grandpa “‘went to 
heaven.””’ When the doctor now 
visits him, he may be terrified un- 
less he has your firm support and 
patient explanation. 

Even in a relatively simple ill- 
ness, be sure to reassure your child 
that he will get well. More than 
one youngster with measles has 
been upset because he thought the 
spots would remain forever. 

Try to finish your discussion 
with the doctor in the house, not in 
the open doorway, especially if it’s 
cold outside. 


‘Neot patient will fare better 
when you follow the doctor’s or- 
ders. If he advises bed rest for 
three, days after the temperature 
has dropped to normal, don’t let 
your child be active just because 
he appears improved. Your physi- 
cian bases his therapy on sound 
physiological principles. 

If he wants to re-examine your 
child three weeks after a sore 
throat, don’t conclude it isn’t nec- 
essary just because the youngster 
acts all right. While you are think- 
ing of the sore throat, your doctor 
is thinking of rheumatic fever, 
nephritis, and ear infection, any of 
which may follow a “simple”’ sore 
throat. 

If yours is one of the many fami- 
lies that has moved to the suburbs 
or across the country, you can ob- 
tain the name of the nearest doctor 
from the local medical society or 
hospital. But don’t wait until you 
are caught in an emergency. 

When you move, find out if your 
regular physician wil! come to see 
you in your new community. If he 
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won’t, he may be able to refer you 
to one who will. 

At your first visit to a doctor, find 
out whether he will make house 
calls and when he prefers to make 
them. 

Have the name and phone num- 
bers of your doctor near your tele- 
phone. This will save you minutes 
when you need them in a hurry. 
Set up a medical emergency rou- 
tine and go over it in your mind 
once or twice a year, just like a fire 
drill. The best insurance against 
being stranded in an emergency is 
to have a doctor who is located 
close to you—not miles away. 

In a true emergency, your doctor 
will respond as quickly as he can. 
Don’t keep calling other doctors if 
you can’t reach your own at his 
office or home. He has an alternate 
number, usually a physician’s ex- 
change or hospital, that will either 
reach him or provide his substitute 
at any hour of the day or night. 

If his nurse tells you he will call 
you as soon as she can get in touch 
with him, do not do other tele- 
phone calling. A continuous busy 
signal on your line will make him 
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doubt that it is a true emergency. 
If you have a party line, keep 
checking to make sure that the line 
stays open for your doctor’s call. 

Once you contact him, tell him 
your difficulty as clearly as you 
can. He will decide whether it will 
be better to see the youngster in the 
emergency room of the hospital, 
call the fire-department’s rescue 
squad, or rush over to your house. 

Your doctor is only as good as 
you allow him to be. The best doc- 
tor in the world can’t help. your 
youngster if you don’t cooperate. 
Know when to consult him and 
follow his advice when you do. 

Strike a happy medium between 
the underanxious parent who calls 
the doctor in late evening with a 
*““He’s been sick for three days” 
story and the overanxious one who 
phones that “Johnny’s got a sud- 
den temperature of 101 and it’s 
rising,” but can offer no other 
symptoms. 

Observe your little patient care- 
fully and work closely with your 
doctor. The reward of this team 
play will be a_better-than-ever 
health record for your child.

Een the best drivers can become 
involved in an accident. But, the 
good driver knows what to do when 
one occurs. Here are the things you 
should do in order of importance. 


1 If your vehicle is still operative, 
pull off the road as far as possible 
to prevent a pile-up, particularly 
if you are on the open highway. 
Don’t leave scene of the accident. 


2 Render any assistance you can to 
any injured. Don’t try to give first 
aid beyond your capacity. Don’t 
move the victim or give him any- 
thing to drink. You may do more 
harm than good. Have the most 
capable person phone for assistance 
if possible. 


3 If another car is involved, ex- 
change information with the driver 
—license, registration, insurance 
agent. But, do not admit anything. 
Above all, do not admit liability 
before that liability is established 
by legal authority. 


4 Jot down (or have a competent 
passenger do it) all information 
about the accident—street names, 





direction of travel, road and weath- 
er conditions, types of vehicles in- 
volved, everything you can think 
of—so you won’t forget the details. 


5 Take names and addresses of all 
witnesses. 


6 Don’t sign anything. 


7 If you call a wrecker, or if one 
arrives on the scene, get a definite 
commitment in advance as to the 
towing cost to the garage. 


8 Don’t become involved with an 
*“‘ambulance chaser,”’ the type who 
seems to arrive out of nowhere, but 
actually has an organized scheme 
for learning about accidents and 
capitalizing on the confusion of 
people involved. Report to police 
or your motor club any special 
*‘deals” or approaches of this kind. 


9 Fill out an accident form and 
submit it within 48 hours, or have 
someone do it for you if you are 
incapacitated. These, with full in- 
structions, can be obtained from 
the police, motor-vehicle office, or 
automobile club.

New protection for your children 


fonamides passed through the hu- 
man body too rapidly. To maintain 
a constant guard against strep in- 
fection, as is necessary to prevent 
recurrences once rheumatic fever 
has been contracted, it meant tak- 
ing the drugs every day. 

Ways were developed to make 
penicillin stay in the body longer. 
Even so, a single injection could 
not be relied upon for protection 
beyond two or three days 

The development of 
month penicillin began in 1949, 
when scientists of the Wyeth In- 
stitute of Applied Biochemistry in 
Philadelphia utilized a chemical to 
produce a penicillin compound 
that was virtually insoluble. Be- 
cause it seemed not to melt away at 
all, it appeared useless, and was 
placed on a shelf with hundreds of 
other experimental compounds. 

Later, in routine experiments, 
the compound was injected into 
rats. When the animals were ex- 
amined several days later, there 
was still penicillin in their bodies 
and it was in the blood stream, 
where it could fight infection. The 
almost-insoluble chemical had 
been releasing small amounts of 
the antibiotic into the blood all the 
while! 

This discovery brought vials off

the shelves in a hurry. Related mix- 
tures were made and tested. Then, 
one was developed to provide a 
steady, slow oozing of penicillin in- 
to the blood for weeks. The quan- 
tity present in the blood was small, 
but great enough to combat strep- 
tococci, and a host of other bacteria 
susceptible to penicillin, including 
the spirochete of syphilis. The com- 
pound finally selected is known as 
benzathine penicillin. 


: an with laboratory animals 
had proved that the long-acting 
penicillin was safe to use. Long- 
term tests with humans then began. 
At Irvington House, the hospital 
on New York State’s Hudson Riv- 
er, known also as the House of 
Mending Hearts, Dr. Gene H. 
Stollerman announced to a nation- 
wide audience of physicians over 
closed-circuit television early in 
1955. ““When the regimen was un- 
interrupted, not a single recurrent 
rheumatic attack occurred,” he 
reported matter-of-factly. 

Other clinical investigators had 
reported similar findings, and the 
American Heart Association made 
it official: benzathine penicillin, by 
monthly injection, was called the 
method of choice for preventing 
recurrent rheumatic fever without 


depending on the patient’s coop- 
eration in taking daily doses. 

At the same time, the experts 
made another recommendation. 
To prevent rheumatic fever in the 
first place, an injection of benza- 
thine penicillin should be given 
each time a strep infection is seen. 
By giving enough to provide peni- 
cillin in the blood for 10 days, onset 
of rheumatic fever can be elimi- 
nated, concluded a Heart Associa- 
tion committee after careful study. 

While work was progressing in 
the field of prevention, advances in 
surgery were no less spectacular. 
Dr. Bailey’s original operation on 
the mitral valve, which no surgeon 
would undertake only eight years 
ago, has become commonplace. 

Mitral valves are being freed by 
dozens of surgeons, even in older 
people not usually considered the 
best candidates for surgery. Opera- 
tions on the tricuspid and aortic 
valves are becoming routine for 
doctors who approach each valve 
separately, in contrast to the Bailey 
technique of reaching them both, 
as well as the mitral, through the 
same incision. 

At Georgetown University Med- 
ical Center in Washington, D. C., 
Dr. Charles A. Hufnagel has in- 
vented a plastic valve which he in- 
serts in place of a malfunctioning 
aortic valve. Although the plastic 
substitute has the disadvantage of 
clicking audibly as it opens and 
closes, people are now living richer, 
fuller lives as much as three years 
after a Hufnagel ‘transplant’ of 
the plastic valve. 


Outlook for even greater success 
in heart surgery is good. Although 
all cases cannot now be corrected 
by surgery, results are certain to 
improve as doctors develop greater 
skill and gain more knowledge from 
each other. Dr. Hufnagel has even 


predicted that entire artificial 
hearts will be in use within 10 
years. 


Unfortunately, there has been 
no similar advance in treatment of 
the acute stage of the disease, when 
joints are painful and inflamed and 
the prospect of heart involvement 
haunts both the patient and his 
loved ones. 

In 1949, there were exciting re- 
ports that the steroid hormones 
cortisone and ACTH were provid- 
ing dramatic relief from the acute 
symptoms of rheumatic fever, but 
to the dismay of researchers, the 
early reports proved overenthusi- 
astic. The hormones are valuable 
in rheumatic fever, but not as good 
as was first thought. 


After carefully comparing pa- 
tients treated with either cortisone, 
ACTH, or the old standby massive 
doses of aspirin, heart specialists in 
the United States, Canada, and 
Great Britain concluded that no 
one of the three medicines had a 
distinct advantage over either of 
the others. 

For the present, it appears that 
there is no dramatic way to curb 
the disease in its acute stage. Pa- 
tients are still advised to spend 
several weeks in bed, even when 
symptoms are mild or unnoticed.

As teams of researchers continue 
to probe rheumatic fever in its sep- 
arate aspects—preveation, treat- 
ment, and corrective surgery— 
other groups of scientists are look- 
ing at the disease as a whole, seek- 
ing to tie all its elements together. 

At the Rheumatic Fever Re- 
search Institute in Chicago, Dr. 
Alvin F. Coburn heads a group of 
devoted scientists who are working 
vigorously on every front that 
offers the slightest promise. 

Streptococcic infection itself is 
one area of study. Bacterial cells 
are being taken apart, molecule by 
molecule, for detailed examination. 
A method has been worked out to 
*tag’’ a single strep cell with radio- 
activity, so its movements in living 
tissue can be followed with a Gei- 
ger counter. More knowledge in 
this field is certain to be helpful, 
reason the Chicago researchers. 


On another front, Institute sci- 
entists are trying to isolate an un- 
known substance which may be the 
factor making some people suscep- 
tible to rheumatic fever. There is 
good evidence supporting the be- 
lief that the nasopharynx (the area 
connecting the nasal passages and 
the throat) becomes sensitized to a 
certain antigen during the 2-week 
interval between initial infection 
and rheumatic attack. If so, per- 
haps people can be desensitized. 
Even if it’s not possible to find 
the antigen in every strep victim, a 
way may be worked out to desen- 
sitize victims after the first rheu- 
matic encounter, and thus prevent 
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future ones without long-term drug 
therapy, suggests Dr. Coburn. 

Nutrition is a third field of ex- 
ploration. Dr. Coburn and his as- 
sociates have demonstrated that 
diet affects the incidence of rheu- 
matic fever. They believe that 
something in egg yolks—perhaps 
an unknown vitamin—acts to pro- 
tect against the rheumatic process. 
The Institute is now trying to iso- 
late that factor. If it succeeds, ex- 
pectant mothers and children un- 
der 15 can take it regularly in food, 
eradicating rheumatic fever in the 
same way that vitamin D has con- 
quered rickets. 

The biochemistry of rheumatic 


inflammation, about which little is 
now known, is another tunnel of 
darkness into which Institute sci- 
entists are peering. If an under- 
standing of the rheumatic process 
can be attained, it is almost certain 
that countermeasures can be de- 
veloped, in Dr. Coburn’s view. 
Enzymes provide a fertile field 
for investigations of inflammatory 
and anti-inflammatory action. One 
enzyme called trypsin is now being 
used to treat many kinds of local 
inflammation, and has been report- 
ed effective in a few cases of bur- 
sitis, where the inflammation is of 
rheumatic origin. Trypsin and a 
long list of other enzymes are being

examined at the Institute for ap- 
plicability to rheumatic fever, and 
the poorly understood relation- 
ships of enzymes and hormones to 
body tissue are getting a careful 
going over. 

The researchers don’t promise 
any sudden, startling discoveries, 
but they intend to keep working 
until they find the answers. 

Meanwhile, parents can protect 
their children against rheumatic 
fever by taking a few sensible pre- 
cautions. Reducing the detailed 
recommendations of the Heart 
Association to three general ones, 
these are the things to do: 

1. Regard all sore throats as seri- 
ous, especially if fever is present. If 
the infection is streptococcic, it can 
bring on rheumatic fever just as 
surely as scarlet fever or other more 
serious strep diseases. A sore throat 
should have the attention of a 
doctor. 

2. Look upon “growing pains” 
with suspicion. If they are in the 
joints and fever is present, call the 
doctor. There may have been a 
prior strep infection so mild it went 
unnoticed, and the pains may be 
the first evidence of an attack of 
rheumatic fever. 

3. If a child has been exposed to 
another person with strep infec- 
tion, a visit to the doctor is wise 
even though there are no visible 
symptoms. 

If we’re alert to strep infections, 
we have the means of preventing 
the disease, and the scientists are 
going to come up with the full 
answers sooner or later.

How to take off 


old finish 


(a not many square feet of surface on a table or chair—if 
it could be pressed flat like a sheet of plywood. The average 
chair, for example, has about 8 square feet- of wood in it. The 
average table, not much more. But by the time you get around 
the legs, stretchers, spindles, backs, bottoms, and tops, you’ve 
spent a lot of time sanding and filing to get those few square 
feet ready for refinishing. 

Whether you’re going to repaint the wood or finish it natu- 
ral, there are several tricks to make the job go faster. There 
are no special tools involved; the secret is in how to use them. 


Paint and carnish remover will cut your sanding time in half 


remover. Spread it on surfaces 

evenly —as if you were ‘paint- 
ing them. When finish becomes 
soft, it’s ready to scrape off. 

If you’re going to re-enamel the 
piece, you may not have to re- 
move old finish. In this case, sand 
surfaces and wash them with steel 
wool soaked in turpentine. 


Take off old finish with paint 


Wide scraper digs softened 

, finish down to bare wood. Make 
™ one run with it down surface, 
then wipe blade. You may have to 
recoat surface several times to get 
off all paint or varnish. 

For best results, follow the 
manufacturer's directions on the 
container. Room should be well 
ventilated when remover is used. 


= Speed sanding job with port- 
) able power sander — after you 

dress down wood with scraper 
and coarse sandpaper. Sand in the 
direction of the grain. 

It’s best to start with a fairly 
coarse sandpaper and then finish 
the initial sanding with fine paper 
—at least 6/0. Open-coat paper 
won't clog as fast as closed-coat. 


~@ Sand rounded edges in back- 
h and-forth movement, using the 
thumbs to apply pressure to 
the sandpaper at top and bottom 
edges, as the picture shows. 
Always sand with grain. Enam- 
eling? Then this is as far as you 
have to go with preparation. 
Fill holes, apply undercoater, 
and finish with final coat. Wax.

Hint: Sawdust sprinkled freely 
on surfaces, then wiped with bur- 
lap pad, speeds cleaning job. 
Sawdust absorbs the excess paint 
remover while the burlap acts as 
“abrasive” and absorbent agent.

Wipe surfaces with damp cloth 
to raise grain. Then sand with 
fine (7/0) sandpaper.

Finishing schedule should 
follow the rest of wood. Idea: 
Enamel inside of drawers with 
color that blends with finish. 
Or you can wallpaper them, 
but seal the wood first. 













Good scrubbing with a stiff 
brush and cleansing powder 
may restore natural finish to 
otherwise dull-looking furni- 
ture pieces such as this chair. 

Work fast and dry wood 
thoroughly, to prevent glues 
from softening. Take off pad 
seat and send cover to clean- 
ers, if it needs cleaning, or re- 
cover seat with new material. 


Nails driven into bottom of 
legs hold chair—or table— 
off finishing table. To lessen 
danger of splitting wood, drill 
pilot holes before driving nails. 
Old newspapers spread out 
under work catches cleaning 
residue—can be folded and 
burned when you've com- 
pleted the refinishing task. 


With old chisel, pry loose 
joints open and reglue them. 
Use waterproof glue. If the 
joinery is in good condition, 
it’s not necessary to complete- 
ly dismantle the furniture. 
When joints show gaps, but 
aren't wiggly loose, fill them 
with stick shellac of match- 
ing wood color. Or use wood 
plastic and spot-stain it.

Use these sanding and scraping techniques 


Scraping is fastest way to re- 
move old paint from round 
legs, stretchers, spindles, ete. 
Steel scrapers will stay sharp 
longer than glass. 

However, glass will cut 
away a large amount of wood 
for a “new wood” start. Be 
careful when you’re using it. 


On simple turnings, use sand- 
paper in shoeshine motion to 
complete cleanup. 

Tear paper, don’t cut it, 
into strips about 2 inches 
wide. Cut edges wear quickly 
and cause strip to break. 

Cross-grain sanding may 
damage wood. If so, make 
final sanding with grain. 


Three-cornered file reaches old 
paint in crevices and cracks. 
Use rocking motion to retain 
roundness of turnings. Use 
care with files. They cut fast. 
For working into corners, 
use shoemaker’s rasp. It does 
not have teeth on edges —so 
won't make unwanted cuts. 


On sharp edges, thumb ap- 
plies pressure to sandpaper, 
while fingers act as guard to 
prevent abrasive from cutting 
through corner. 

To keep from rubbing 
through corners, go around 
all edges first before you sand 
flatter surfaces. Use this trick 
with steel wool. 


Felt-padded sanding block 
helps prevent “cupping” on 
flat wood surfaces. Keep 
sandpaper pulled tight to pre- 
vent it from tearing. 

Rubber sanding blocks are 
also available. (Better Homes 
& Gardens February, 1954, 
page 147, gives finishing 
schedules for wood.)

Salvage used lumber for framing members, un- 
derlayments, concrete forms, and so on. Most of it 
can be resurfaced, if necessary, with hand plane, 
jointer, or sander. Be sure all nails are removed. 

Retailers who have disposal problem with wooden 
boxes and crates usually give them to you for the 
asking; secondhand lumber dealers offer many bar- 
gains in siding, flooring, and studding. Lumber you 
buy here is usually well seasoned and free from nails. 
It’s stacked according to its classification. 
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Materials are your biggest cost—cut 


expenses this way 


Lower grades of dimensioned stock and ply- 
wood often meet job specifications — especially 
where material won’t show. Use No. 2 and 3 grades 
for framing and furring; A-D (good one side) ply- 
wood for built-ins and cabinets which will be painted. 
Holes can be filled and sanded so they don’t show. 
Cheaper, standard hardboard is good for interior 
use; tempered is very moisture resistant and with- 
stands constant wear. Let persons at lumberyard 
help you select materials; they can save you cash.

Check used lumber for soundness. If knife blade 
penetrates wood fibers easily, better investigate 
further for termites or rot. Often stock is damaged at 
ends. If size is right, you can trim the ends—resur- 
face rest of board for “new wood” start. 

Also check on prices where crews are wrecking old 
houses, garages, and barns. Lumber you find here is 
often sound and inexpensive, but you have to ar- 
range for loading and delivery to your workshop. A 
“you-drive-it” rental truck will solve this problem 
cheaply. Different size trucks are available.

What to look for ima 
SAFETY BELT 


By Marris E. Dark 


: automobile safety belt is finally winning 
popular acceptance. Five years ago you couldn’t 
give them away; nobody wanted a safety belt in 
a family car. 

But that was five years ago. 

Today’s quick start-and-stop traffic, higher 
speeds, and the increased danger of high-impact 
collisions have pointed the need for safety belts. 

Does a seat belt really protect the occupants 
of a vehicle from injury, or lessen the probability 
of serious injury in a crash? The answer to this 
question is a definite yes. During the past two 
years, police and newspaper files have accumu- 
lated definite proof of the worth of the auto- 
mobile safety belt. Here’s one example: 

Ben Sedgwick of Kansas City was driving his 
new car through Tama, Iowa, on September 25, 
1954, when his car was struck broadside with 
great force by another vehicle. Damage to Sedg- 
wick’s car exceeded $1,000, but Sedgwick wasn’t 
hurt. He was wearing a safety belt at the time of 
the crash. 

On October 24, 1954, Francis M. Kocinski of 
Buffalo, New York, was driving his brother’s car 
when it went out of control and struck a light 
pole on a Buffalo street. Kocinski was traveling 
30 miles per hour at the time. The car struck the 
pole with such force that the entire front end of 
the vehicle was demolished, and the impact 


loosened the base of the new concrete pole. But 
because he was wearing a safety belt which his 
brother had installed a year before, Kocinski 
suffered only a slight belt burn. Kocinski, who is 
an engineer, stated flatly, “If I hadn’t had the 
seat belt on, I would have gone through the 
windshield.” 

Some months ago, the United Press reported 
another good example of safety-belt protection. 
A South Bend, Indiana, motorist fell asleep while 
driving in excess of 80 miles an hour on a Michi- 
gan highway. The car rolled over and collapsed, 
but the driver emerged unhurt—after unbuck- 
ling his seat belt. 

Many metropolitan police and fire depart- 
ments install safety belts as standard equipment 
on their vehicles. Some civic groups are actively 
promoting the use of automobile seat belts, and 
some groups have even sold them during safety 
campaigns. 


Bits have been introduced in the U. S. Senate 
and legislatures of several states, which eventu- 
ally may make seat belts mandatory in some 
areas. As an important automobile accessory, the 
seat belt is here to stay. 

What are the best types? What are the re- 
quirements of a practical seat belt? What should 
the buyer look for in a seat belt, and how is he to 
know he is getting what he needs? 

Basically, the purpose of all safety belts is the 
same, and that purpose can [ TJurn to page 284

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The Pacific Northwest—Oregon 


June until September, down the 
western slope to the sea, sunny days 
and cool nights are the rule. Along 
the coast highway (U. S. 101) there 
will be an occasional shower and 
perhaps a fog patch blown in from 
the Pacific. Thunderstorms are 
very rare. 

The cost will be low. For a fami- 
ly of four, gas, lodging, and meals 
should average no more than $27 a 
day; it can easily be lower. Picnic 
lunches will help cut the total cost 
of $189. Bring camping equipment, 
use the splendid state parks for 
overnight stops, and you will cut 
costs still more. 


First day: Weiser, Idaho, to 
The Dalles, Oregon, on U. S. 30. 
314 miles. Driving time, about eight 
hours. 

Entering Oregon from Weiser, 
you will find markers along the 
route that brief you on the era 
when the slogan was “Oregon or 
Bust.”’ At Farewell Bend you part 
company with the sparkling blue 
of the Snake River. 

The Oregon Trail (U. S. 30) 
leads to high plateaus and wide 
grasslands that dwarf towns that 
were once stagecoach stops. Baker 
is one of these towns that outgrew 
its neighbors because of the gold 
rush and then prospered on cattle 
and wool. Union is another, at the 
entrance to the Grande Ronde 
Valley. When the camas is in 
bloom, this long valley, sheltered 
by the Wallowa and the Blue 
Mountains, becomes a sea of blue 
blossoms. Before reaching La 
Grande you pass the steaming wa- 
ters of Hot Lake. 

La Grande is the gateway to the 
Wallowa Lake country and Hell’s 
Canyon of the Snake River. If you 
have a few extra vacation days, 
follow State 82 to Joseph on Wallo- 
wa Lake; then the improved road 
to Imnaha and Hat Point at the 
rim of a canyon little more than a 
mile wide and, for 40 miles, over a 
mile deep! 

At Emigrant Springs State 
Park on U. S. 30 shade and tables 
provide a perfect picnic spot. Atop 
Emigrant Hill you will look across 
miles of wheatland sloping to the 
Columbia Basin. By sweeping 
turns, the highway plunges into the 
hollow rimmed by yellow hills hid- 
ing all but the tops of the locust 
trees of Pendleton, the great cow 
town of the Far West. In mid-Sep- 
tember, this town in thé wheat and 
cattle country puts on a dazzling 
Pendleton Roundup, which reaches 
its peak in the Westward Ho Pa- 
rade. 

Take Highway 395 to the Col- 
umbia, flowing between pale yel- 
low hills blotched with the purple 
and blue of rocky buttes and pali- 
sades. Near Umatilla is McNary 
Dam. At Boardman you rejoin 
U. S. 30. 

The Indians still use their treaty 
rights in catching salmon with 
long-poled dip nets at Celilo Falls. 
Platforms are built above the pools 
of churning waters, just as in the 


days before the white man came. 
An innovation, when salmon are 
running strong, is the “chair lift” 
to the far side for the convenience 
of tribesmen—a cable with a two- 
passenger basket providing a shut- 
tle service. The New Dalles Dam, 
downstream, will flood out the fish- 
ing grounds late this year. The 
Dalles has many fine motels—an 
excellent overnight stop. 


Second day: The Dalles to 
Portland on U.S. 30. 82 miles. 
About two and one-half hours’ 
driving time. 

Nearly 50 miles of the distance 
to Portland is through one of 
America’s most scenic gorges. The 
new, wide highway close to the 
river is for speed; take the old road 
along cliff sides where shafts of sun- 
light pierce stands of conifers to 
build rainbow arches across the 
shifting spray of waterfalls. 

The snow-capped peak of Mount 
Hood looms up. From Rowena 
Crest there is a marvelous pano- 
rama of the river. At Memaloose 
View Point look down on the 
islands which were once Indian 
burial grounds. 

At Hood River drive to Pano- 
rama Point for a look up the valley. 
In spring the pattern of apple or- 
chards in blossom reaches to the 
forests at the base of Mount Hood. 
If you prefer mountain scenery, 
leave U. S. 30 at Hood River and 
take the Mount Hood Loop High- 
way (35 and 26) into Portland. 
Near Government Camp a short 
side road takes you high on the 
slopes of Mount Hood. 

Continuing on U. S. 30 along 
cliff-side curves, through tunnels 
piercing rocky promontories and 
with halts at many view points, 
you reach Cascade Locks. Beyond 
the locks built around the rapids 
in the Columbia is the “Bridge of 
the Gods.” Legend has it that the 
natural arch once spanning the 
stream was destroyed when the 
gods were angry. 

At Bonneville Dam drive into 
the parking area and see not only 
a massive dam, one of the West’s 
great hydroelectric plants, but an 
interesting fish ladder where sal- 
mon, by a flip of the tail fin, leap 
from level to level to reach the top 
in their migration upstream to 
spawn. 

Many waterfalls in the next few 
miles tumble from cliff tops. The 
most spectacular is 620-foot Multo- 
nomah Falls. It can be seen from 
the highway. Park and walk the 
few yards along the trail to the pool 
below the falls. And for the finest 
view of the gorge, stop at the Vista 
House on Crown Point. 

You will enjoy your stop in 
Portland—Oregon’s largest city. 
When you arrive in mid-afternoon, 
choose one of the fine hotels or an 
excellent motel on U. S. 99E for 
your overnight stay. This is the 
“City of Roses.” For nearly 50 
years, at Rose Festival time in 
June, the city has paid tribute to 
the rose with pageants, parades,

and a business district in gala dress 
of pink and green. Many restau- 
rants here feature crayfish dinners. 
You will like the rose gardens in 
the downtown section stretching 
along tree-shaded Park Avenue 
and the view of Mount Hood, the 
city, and the Willamette River 
from the International Rose Test 
Gardens in Washington Park. The 
Forestry Building of the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition of 50 years ago is 
the world’s biggest log cabin. 
Along the river you will see the 
mast of the old battleship Oregon, 
merchant vessels from the far cor- 
ners of the world, and perhaps a 
visiting warship. 


Third day: Portland to Salem 
on U.S.99E. To Otis on Highways 
22 and 18 and Newport on U. S. 
101. About 135 miles. Three hours’ 
driving time. 

Farms and orchards of the Wil- 
lamette Valley lie between Port- 
land and Salem. At Oregon City, 
steeped in pioneer history, is the 
falls of the Willamette and an op- 
portunity to visit the huge paper 
mill. 

Long before reaching Salem you 
will see the gold figure of The 
Pioneer atop the white fluted cylin- 
der that is the dome of Oregon’s 
new capitol. The murals in its ro- 
tunda depict great events in the 
state’s history. The equestrian 
statue of the Circuit Rider, a fa- 
miliar figure in western Oregon’s 
early days, is in rose-bedded, tree- 
shaded Capitol Park. 

Leave Salem by Highway 22 for 
Dallas and Buell; then west on 18 
to Otis on the Oregon Coast High- 
way. 

The roaring Oregon coast, wild 
and beautiful at any season, will be 
a highlight of your vacation tour. 
South from Otis you plunge into 
wisps of fog, then burst into blaz- 
ing sunlight cooled by the tangy 
breeze from the sea. In recent years 
long stretches of new, wide high- 
way have replaced narrow hairpin 
curves. 

You will see spouting geysers 
where sea water rushes through 
holes in cliffs and the drama of 
deep-sea life in the aquarium at 
Depoe Bay. Otter Crest offers a 
sweeping view of rugged coast line 
and offshore rocks that once 
swarmed with sea otters. 

At almost any spot along the 
way you can have a clam bake. 
But you will probably yield to the 
temptation to lunch on razor 
clams, delicious salmon steaks, 
chowder or crab in one of the 
many oceanside cafes. Novelties 
in myrtlewood, driftwood, and ce- 
ramics are offered in gift shops. 
The bargain in vacation loot will be 
the agates, jasper, and moonstones 
that are rewards for beachcomb- 
ing. If you are lucky, a glass float 
which ocean currents have brought 
all the way from the fish nets off 
the coast of Japan will be among 
your treasures.

Yaquina Head Lighthouse just 
north of Newport, your stop for the 
night. The town is the home port 
of deep-sea fishing boats. Trips 
can be made out to sea for a better 
look at sea lions, porpoises, and 
whales. 


Fourth day: Newport to Brook- 


ings on U. S. 101. 240 miles. Six 
and one-half hours of driving. 

The coast grows in magnificence 
southward toward the California 
line. Mountains meet the surf; 
sand dunes are embroidered with 
yellow verbena; forest floors are 
wildflower wonderlands. You will 
see Seal Rock, clam- and crab-fish- 
ing Waldport, the beach at Yachats 
abounding in agates and jasper, 
and the view from Cape Perpetua. 
Heceta Head, named for the 
Spaniard who saw it from offshore 
in 1775, has a lighthouse stark 
white against the headland’s firs 
and cedars. Behind Heceta Head 
take the side road into Devil’s El- 
bow State Park in a cove with 
sandy beach and driftwood and 
within earshot of barking sea lions. 
Sea Lion Caves is just a few miles 
away. 

The lumber center of Coos Bay 
is south of Umpqua Light. Visit 
the shops where myrtlewood novel- 
ties are made in North Bend and 
make the side trip to Cape Arago 
with its three state parks. There is 
a huge lumber mill in Coos Bay 
where tramp steamers load for

foreign ports. In Port Orford is 
Battle Rock State Park, a wild, 
beautiful beach where the surf is 
strong and the sunsets are gor- 
geous. On some stretches of this 
highway, logging trucks with but 
one or two mammoth logs round 
curves suddenly. Keep to your side 
of the road. 

Forest, sea, and jagged rocks off- 
shore are roadside fare near Hum- 
bug Mountain. From Cape Sebas- 
tian is a fine view of miles of coast 
line with massive monoliths thrust- 
ing incoming waves into whirling 
spray. Angora sheep roam the cliff- 
sides near Pistol River and at 
Brookings, your stop for the night, 
there are farms with acres of lilies 
in bloom. 


Fifth day: On U. S. 101, Brook- 
ings to Highway 199; then on 
199 to Grants Pass. Side trip 
from Cave Junction on 46. From 
Grants Pass to Ashland on U. S. 
99. 190 miles. Five hours of driving. 

To reach Highway 199 you must 
dip a few miles into California. 
South of the Oregon line is Jede- 
diah Smith State Park with its 
grove of giant redwoods. 

There are more redwoods north- 
eastward toward Cave Junction in 
Oregon’s Josephine County, a 
wildflower wonderland with sal- 
mon and steelhead flashing in the 
waters of its many streams. An oc- 
casional nugget crops up in the 
gravel bars of its rivers which, a

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century ago, yielded fabulous for- 
tunes. Here are moss-covered skele- 
tons of mining towns and the bat- 
tlegrounds of the Rogue River 
Indian Wars of the 1850s. 

Highway 46 leads to Oregon 
Caves National Monument. The 
labyrinth of chambers and corri- 
dors can be seen on the conducted 
tour—asparkle with crystal-stud- 
ded stalactites and stalagmites un- 
der floodlights of rainbow colors. 
Have your lunch at Oregon Cave 
Chateau. 

Grants Pass, on the _pictur- 
esque Rogue, one of America’s 
best-known fishing streams, is in 
the heart of the logging country. 
The town’s Cavemen sponsor an 
annual festival. Riverside resorts 
are strung along U. S. 99 to Med- 
ford. Near Gold Hill is the House 
of Mystery where it seems impos- 
sible to stand erect and where un- 
explained changes in height appear 
to take place. 

A slower alternate route from 
Grants Pass to Medford is by High- 
way 238 along the Applegate Riv- 
er and through Jacksonville, once 
Oregon’s richest town. Jackson- 
ville’s streets are reminiscent of 
gold-rush days. See the church 
built in 1854 from one night’s take 
at the gambling tables, and relics 
of the gold rush and Indian wars in 
the old country courthouse. 

From Medford to Ashland there 
are splendid motels available at 
rates lower than in most parts of 
the state. Ashland is an ideal place 
to stop, especially in August when 
the town’s menfolk sport spade 


beards and the month-long Shake- 
spearean Festival offers nightly 
performances in the open-air the- 
ater patterned after one of Shake- 
speare’s day. Stroll through Lithia 
Park and have a drink of lithia wa- 
ter at the plaza fountain. 


Sixth day: Ashland to Klamath 
Falls on Highway 66; to junc- 
tion with 62 on U. S. 97; on 62 to 
Crater Lake; on 209, 230, and 
U. S. 97 to Bend. About 180 miles 
and four hours of driving. 

Highway 66 leaves the valleys 
and foothills of the Siskiyous to cut 
through stands of giant yellow pine 
in the Cascades. White-tailed mule 
deer are often seen dashing across 
this highway. 

Klamath Falls encircles Lake 
Ewaune and skirts Upper Klam- 
ath Lake. Both lakes are joined by 
Link River, claimed to be the 
world’s shortest. You will like this 
town where the ranchers, lumber- 
jacks, and sheepherders mingle 
with the crowds on the streets to 
create a frontier atmosphere. Sage- 
brush and pine are in the foothills. 

North on U. S. 97 to Modoc 
Point the view, for 11 miles, is 
across Upper Klamath Lake. Then 
the road cuts across an Indian 
reservation to the site of old Fort 
Klamath. 

You will need two or three hours 
at least in Crater Lake National 
Park. Before the dawn of history, 
pent-up volcanic forces blew the 
top off Mount Mazama. The crater 
filled with water to form a lake, co- 
balt blue and almost 14 mile deep. 





Later action built cinder cones 
within the crater—Wizard Island 
and the Phantom Ship. See all of 
this on the Rim Drive encircling 
the lake and follow the trail from 
Rim Village to Garfield Park for a 
good view. Have lunch at Crater 
Lake Lodge. When you have ex- 
plored what is left of prehistoric 
Mount Mazama, drive to Bend. 

Bend, built on the banks of the 
Deschutes River will be your stop 
for the night. The large lumber 
mills here welcome visitors. In the 
distance you will see the snow- 
crowned Three Sisters. Motels and 
hotels are good in Bend. 


Seventh day: Bend to Red- 
mond on U. S. 97; to Prineville 
on 126; to Ontario on Highway 
26. 289 miles. About seven hours’ 
driving time. 

Cattle country, pine forest, river 
gorges with walls of sculptured 
basalt, hills smeared more gaudily 
with brilliant streaks of ochre than 
the face of the wildest savage, and 
the dry plains of the central 
plateau peppered with sagebrush 
lie along your route. Near Prine- 
ville is the canyon of Crooked 
River and the country once torn 
by the feuds of cattle- and sheep- 
men. Winding avenues flanked by 
stately pines take you through 
Ochoco National Forest. A short 
distance up Highway 19 are the 
fossil beds that have given scientists 
a vivid picture of the three-toed 
horse and the mastadon and other 
creatures of prehistoric times. On 
the walls of Picture Gorge just west 





of Dayville are faint pictographs 
(rock writings) of a people who 
lived before recorded time. For 
many miles you enjoy the beauty of 
the John Day River. 

Take time to explore the twin 
towns of John Day and Canyon 
City, both picturesque and rich in 
the memories of the rush to the 
gold fields. Through each: flows 
Canyon Creek which yielded for- 
tunes in gold. It was in Canyon 
City that Joaquin Miller, poet of 
the Sierras, lived. 

In Prairie City is more of the 
Old West. The town of Unity is in 
the heart of cattle country. Beyond 
it, Eldorado Pass cuts across a spur 
of the Blue Mountains. Cattle 
roam the plains beyond Ironside. 
There are stretches of lonely sage- 
brush land rimmed by gray hills, 
and, near Vale, where Highway 
26 crosses the Malheur River, 
more ranches. 

At Ontario you will look back 
longingly on a vacation land you'll 
remember. In seven busy days, 
monotony has had no chance .to 
mar a single moment. For summer 
climate, cost and real Western hos- 
pitality, no Western state can out- 
do Oregon. Bus lines and railroads 
can provide the transportation 
over this same route if you prefer 
to leave the car at home. For fur- 
ther information, maps, and so 
forth, and for folders describing 
Oregon’s scenic attractions, write:

dustrialized as the natural conse- 
quence of the provision of cheaper 
bulk transportation.” 

Directly and favorably affected 
would be the eight states of Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
and New York said the subcom- 
mittee. These states contain more 
than 58 million people, or approx- 
imately 35 percent of the popula- 
tion of the United States. 

Nine additional states would be 
economically stimulated through 
better markets for products. These 
are Iowa, Missouri, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Montana, Wyoming, and Colo- 
rado which have a population of 
over 13.2 million people. 


The subcommittee then hastened 
to add: “The economy of the 
United States is so interdependent, 
with the welfare of citizens of one 
state depending upon the welfare 
of citizens of another state, that it 
is impossible for so large a segment 
of our economy to receive benefits 
without the good effects spreading 
to all United States citizens and to 
every state.” 

To understand the Seaway’s sig- 
nificance, consider its history. The 
French explorer Champlain first 
visualized the possibility of a canal 
linking the Great Lakes and the 
Atlantic in the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury. In his scrawled diary on 
powdery dry parchment, you may 
read of this first plan for a St. Law- 
rence Seaway. 

Champlain’s idea remained only 
a dream until shortly after the War 
of 1812. Then Canadian pioneers 
again looked at the wild Interna- 
tional Rapids separating New 
York and Ontario, and once more 
visualized a canal sidetracking the 
fast water so that ocean vessels 
could pass between the Great 
Lakes and the Atlantic. 


7. 1824-1833 that dream was 
partly realized when a 7})4-foot 
canal was completed on_ the 
Canadian side of the river. The 


channel was deepened to 9 feet be- © 


tween 1841-1850, and to the pres- 
ent 14 feet in 1902. Still the water 
remained too shallow for the ocean 
lane which pioneers had visualized. 
Shortly after the turn of this cen- 
tury new dreamers gazed at the 
river. To them the racing water, 
flowing at the rate of 236,000 cubic 
feet a second, meant power. 
“Why not dam the river and 
funnel the water’s power into a hy- 
droelectric plant?” they asked. 
Around the dam a new canal 
and lock system could be built so 
that big freighters from Hong 
Kong, Liverpool, Naples, Ham- 
burg, and other world ports could 
steam directly to cities like Chi- 
cago, Detroit, Milwaukee, and 
Cleveland. 
This is the dream materializing 
today. By the fall of 1958 it will 
be a reality, with a 27-foot channel 
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for ocean ships, and cheap power 
for homes and factories in a 300- 
mile area. To complete the project, 
about 180 million tons of earth and 
rock will be moved, enough to fill 
a 27,000-mile-long train of 50-ton 
hopper cars. 

Canada deserves a lot of credit 
for taking the initiative in building 
the Seaway. In fact, Canada is 
spending over $2 for every United 
States dollar going into the work. 

It was Canada’s campaign for 
the Seaway which led to signing in 
1932 of the St. Lawrence Deep 
Water Treaty. This called for joint 
Canadian-U. S. development of 
the power and navigation poten- 
tial of the river. 

The U. S. Senate rejected the 
treaty in 1934 and again seven 
years later. When the U. S. House 
of Representatives killed another 
attempt to revive the proposal in 
July, 1951, the Seaway dream ap- 
peared dead. It might have been, 
too, if Canada hadn’t announced 
she would build an all-Canadian 
Seaway if the United States didn’t 
elect to cooperate. That jarred the 
Congress into finally approving the 
legislation in early 1954. 


Five agencies are cooperating in 
the project. The St. Lawrence 
Seaway Authority, a Canadian 
agency, is building the navigation 
canals and locks on the Canadian 
side, while the Hydroelectric Pow- 
er Commission of Ontario (famil- 
iarly known as Ontario Hydro) is 
developing power. In the United 
States, the U. S. Army Engineer- 
ing Corps is building locks and 
canals under direction of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway Development 
Corporation, a federal agency. The 
New York State Power Authority 
is responsible for United States 
power development. 

The critics who cry “socialism” 
every time the government spends 
money for projects benefiting its 
citizens, can find little reason for 
carping about the Seaway. 

*‘All of the money spent will be 
provided by the users of these fa- 
cilities. This will not be a charge 
upon taxpayers. The navigational 
facilities will be amortized over a 
period of years by tolls charged 
against shippers. Likewise the pow- 
er costs will be recaptured by the 
imposition of rates against users of 
electrical energy,’ says Lionel 
Chevrier, Q.C., president of Can- 
ada’s St. Lawrence Seaway Au- 
thority, Ottawa. 


When completed, the St. Law- 


rence Seaway will offer a deep- 
water navigation route extending 
2,200 miles from the Atlantic to 
the head of the Great Lakes. Over

An independent study made for 
the federal St. Lawrence Seaway 
Development Coporation forecasts 
a prospective traffic volume of 36.5 
million tons of cargo through the 
Seaway in 1959. The total is ex- 
pected to rise to at least 52 million 
tons by 1965. In contrast, the 
present volume in shallow draft 
vessels through the existing canals 
along the river average only about 
10 million tons annually. 

Seaway Development Admin- 
istrator Castle says: “I am con- 
vinced that traffic in future years 
will far exceed the estimated 
tential of 52 million tons for 1965.” 


‘hice is a national-defense as- 
pect in the Seaway worth noting, 
too. Most weapons are made of 
steel, and a healthy steel industry 
is the first requirement of a strong 
defense. 

It so happens that many of the 
nation’s steel mills are located in 
the Great Lakes Basin, depending 
on iron ore from the Mesabi Range 
in Minnesota for supplies. Unfor- 
tunately, these vast deposits have 
been greatly depleted by the de- 
mands of the last two great wars. 
so now U. S. mills are turning to 
foreign ores to supplement native 
sources. 

While the steel industry has de- 
veloped excellent overseas sources 
in South America, Liberia, and 
Canada, ore boats plying this trade 
are extremely vulnerable to enemy 
submarine attack. Building of the 
Seaway permits the rich iron ore 
of Canada’s Labrador to be trans- 
ported into the Great Lakes over 
1,000 miles of protected internal 
waterway. 


Bre without a war, that Sea- 
way will be helping to protect the 
jobs of steelworkers at Chicago, 
Gary, Cleveland, Youngstown, 
Buffalo, and Pittsburgh. Estimates 
are that in the first year the Sea- 
way opens, 10.5 million tons of 
Canadian iron ore will ride in long 
ore boats from Quebec docks, 
through canals and locks, into the 
Great Lakes. 

Farmers in the Midwest will 
benefit from the Seaway through 
expanded markets for many of the 
surplus farm products now filling 
government bins and warehouses. 
Canadian grain authorities antici- 
pate that cheaper Seaway trans- 
portation may shave at least five 
cents a bushel from prices of its 
grains, or from prices of American 
grains moving through ports like 
Duluth and Superior. This should 
make American and Canadian 
grain more competitive in world 
markets. 

Other farm products may get 
similar transportation savings. 

Even as the Seaway is building, 
another project now starting at

Chicago promises to further en- 
hance value of the St. Lawrence 
Waterway. The U. S. Army En- 
gineers have an authorized project 
on Chicago’s south side, termed 
the Calumet-Sag Channel project, 
which will connect Lake Michigan 
with the Illinois River Waterway. 
Opening of this 16-mile channel 
will permit vessels to move freely 
from the Mississippi Valley water- 
way system into the Great Lakes. 


‘Pie a great trunk line of water 
navigation, starting at the Mexican 
border on the west and Florida on 
the east, will reach up via the 
Gulf Intra-coastal Waterway and 
the Mississippi River system to the 
heart of the continent. 

“TI believe we can expect to see, 
as a result of these developments, a 
major reorientation of the nation’s 
business geography,’ says Mr. 
Castle. 

Foreign steamship companies 
are preparing for the Seaway 
trade anticipated in 1959. Already 
they are serving Lakes ports with 
small ships that can navigate pres- 
ent shallow canals. These vessels 
carry about 1,500 tons of cargo 
versus the 10,000 or more tons of 
big ocean vessels. 

In 1955 there were over 260 sail- 
ings from Chicago alone. Sailings 
from Detroit included departures 
for Algiers, Antwerp, Bremen, 
Casablanca, Copenhagen, Glas- 
gow, Gothenburg, Naples, Lon- 
don, Liverpool, and Le Havre. This 
indicates what is in store for cities 
of the Midwest when big ocean 
freighters can tie up at their docks. 


 ¥ prepare for this potential, 
Great Lakes cities already have 
started a wave of harbor and dock 
building. Toronto boasts a mod- 
ern, new harbor. Milwaukee is 
expanding its highly efficient ma- 
rine facilities. Chicago has started 
construction of a big new harbor 
which ultimately may see 14 miles 
of docks rising on the city’s south 
side. Cleveland, Buffalo, Toledo, 
and Detroit anticipate improving 
facilities as needed to catch some 
of that Seaway traffic. Even small- 
er cities on the Great Lakes are 
trying to get into the act with ports 
of their own. 

Associated with the navigation 
project is development of 2.2 mil- 
lion hp of electrical energy. This 
will be equally shared by the 
United States and Canada. 

Homes and factories within a 
300-mile radius of Massena, New 
York, will be benefited. New fac- 
tories will be attracted to the upper 
New York, southern Ontario area, 
drawn by the combination of 
cheap power and ready transpor- 
tation. In a region where popula- 
tion is sparse, new cities will rise. 

This is a region which has many 
natural resources which heretofore 
could not be developed, either 
through lack of power or transpor-

Also, toenail through short studs into the 
header. This gives additional strength. 





Cut off sole on both sides of opening, next

to supporting studs, after you've completely 
framed in door. If finish floor is already in, use 
chisel and hammer to complete cut. 

Pry out piece—be careful not to damage 
the floor. Finish flooring fills the space. 
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Double studs for each side of opening com- 
plete framing. Toenail studs to headers, and 
check to make sure studs are plumb (nailing 
sometimes forces them out of right position). 

Allow %-inch clearance between window 
frame and the studs. Insulation fills the space. 





Set window in opening, squaring it with 
shingle wedges. Now nail window into place 
method you use depends on type of unit; 
the manufacturer usually gives instructions. 
After you're finished, check operation of 
sash. Stuck? Framing may be out of line. 
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Cut opening in exterior wall. It can be done 
any time, but by doing this job last, your home 
will be closed except when window is being 
fastened to the framing.

Fifteen ways to prolong the beauty of cut flowers 


> Use immaculately clean containers at every step. Scrub 
them with soap and water before and after each use to elimi- 
nate decay germs that hasten wilt (A). 

> Temperature of water should never be below room or air 
temperature. Professionals let newly cut flowers stand an 
hour or two in buckets of warm water in a cool place, then 
move buckets and flowers into damp refrigerated rooms. 
Garden flowers treated as nearly the same way as possible 
will ‘‘harden”’ for easier and more lasting arrangements. 
Get flowers into water immediately after cutting (B). 
Searing, if needed, should be done first, but crushing and 
scraping of stems can wait. 

> Do cutting early in the morning or late in the evening, 
using sharp knife, clippers, or shears. 

> Handle flowers firmly but gently; do not overcrowd. 

> Knife-scrape (C) at the base of the stem to allow greater 
water intake, but be sure scraped area is always immersed in 
water. Woody stems can be split or crushed. 

> Make a fresh base-cut with a sharp knife or shears (D) if 
flower is out of water for more than 5 to 10 minutes. 

>» The stems of some flowers (such as poinsettia or dahlia) 
should be seared (E) for best results. Do this in hot flame or 
boiling water for about 30 seconds, always protecting blooms 
and foliage from heat or steam. 

>» Remove the topmost buds of spiky flowers such as gladio- 
lus or delphinium for better development in water. Be sure 
break or cut is made on the slant, close to another bud, so it 
will not show and the spike will look natural. 

> Put warm water in a clean vase at start of arrangement; 
depth is not so important as that all stems reach into what 
water is there. Fill container to the brim after arrangement 
is completed. It is not necessary to change the water every 
day, but add it as needed to keep container well filled.

Arthritis and Rheumatism 


Ten million Americans who suffer from these crippling 


diseases think the medical profession gave up when 


cortisone failed as a cure-all. Here’s the true story 


By Lawrence Galton 


eS no group of people has gone through 
more ups and downs, more cycles of hope and 
despair, than the 10 million victims of arthritis 
and rheumatism. That’s been especially true in 
the last 6 years. 

In 1949 the biggest uprush of real hope began 
the day the news came out of Mayo Clinic that a 
‘wonder’? hormone, now called cortisone, had 
accomplished the seemingly impossible, turning 
arthritis on and off like a water faucet. 

But the wild enthusiasm was short-lived. Soon 
the headlines were telling of terrible side effects 
—even including mental disturbances—from 
cortisone and sister hormone, ACTH. 

Other glowing reports followed—all too soon 
to be succeeded by depressing retractions—of 
the wonders of other hormones and nonhor- 
mones and venoms and a lot more. 

And most recently, came what seemed like 
the ultimate report for the full-circle round: 
“Aspirin proves as effective as cortisone.” 

Are we right back where we started from? A 
great many arthritics now think so. Last Decem- 
ber, Federal Food and Drug Commissioner 
George P. Larick was warning that once more, 
as of old, the quacks and peddlers of phony 
nostrums are with us, that once more, “‘the mil- 
lions of sufferers of arthritis and rheumatism are 
one of the most exploited groups (with) ordinary 
pain relievers (being) sold with the implied or 
direct promise of permanent benefit—and at 
prices that are apt to be in proportion to claims.” 


Where do we now stand? What is the score? 

It’s high time to put the picture straight. And, 
especially so because, as this Better Homes @ 
Gardens special report will show, it’s an encourag- 
ing picture. 

Cortisone not only revolutionized treatment; 
it revolutionized the whole medical attitude to- 
ward arthritis, replacing defeatism with op- 
timism and vigorous effort. It sparked new re- 
search. Even as this is written, what looks like an 
important new break-through has been made. 


Rheumatoid arthritis 


Usually striking between the ages of 20 and 
50, rheumatoid arthritis, the worst crippler, af- 
fects three times as many women as men. 

It commonly starts in one joint, with slight 
swellings that may come and go for years. Then 
the disease may get a firm grip and spread. 

But it’s not just a joint disease. It brings with 
it exhaustion, loss of appetite and weight, general 
debility. And it may involve heart, nerves, 
muscles, and other tissues. 

The cause? Emotional and physical stress and 
strain, fatigue, injury, shock, chronic infection, 
exposure to dampness and cold often precede it. 
They’re precipitating factors. But the basic 
cause? Nobody knows the whole answer yet. 


Early success 


However, when a woman becomes pregnant, 
rheumatoid arthritis often vanishes until the 
child is born. In pregnancy, many body changes 
occur, especially in gland functioning. And it 
was the suspicion that rheumatoid arthritis

Cortisone’s new *‘cousins”’ 








Recently, in Bethesda, Maryland, at the 
National Institute of Arthritis and Metabolic 
Diseases, a small group of patients were given 
prednisone and prednisolone, two new steroid 
hormones, cousins of cortisone. Among them 
were patients for whom all previous treatment 
—including high dosages of cortisone—had 
failed. Their response to the new drugs was 
prompt, positive, and consistent. Each im- 
proved rapidly, and in no case was any sig- 
nificant side effect noticed. 

Both the drugs are three to four times as 
powerful as cortisone and two to three times 
more powerful than hydrocortisone. Dr. 
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Joseph J. Bunim, clinical director of the In- 
stitute, reports that the new drugs appear to be 
better than anything else now available. 

The two new drugs represent a break- 
through. They may be important in them- 
selves; they are certain to be important in 
sparking action to find still other more power- 
ful antiarthritis drugs. 

In the words of a leading arthritis specialist 
and a spokesman for the American Rheuma- 
tism Association: ‘““The new drugs have re- 
moved a road block. They’ve shown that we’re 
not at the end of the line. They’ve opened up 
all kinds of new approaches.”

functioning—particularly, the ad- 
renal glands atop the kidneys— 
which led Dr. Philip S. Hench and 
his co-workers to try cortisone, an 
adrenal gland hormone, on some 
patients at the Mayo Clinic. A 
pain-racked physician, hardly able 
to walk, responded with a jig as 
well as a walk. In other patients, 
pain was suddenly gone, stiff joints 
became limber. 

Soon there were similar results 
with ACTH, a hormone produced 
by the pituitary or master gland of 
the body at the base of the brain, 
which acts by stimulating the 
adrenal gland to produce corti- 
sone. Later, hydrocortisone, still 
another hormone, turned the trick. 

But the hormones, it’s known 
now, are not cures though they 
help many. And they help only as 
long as they’re administered. 

They have their drawbacks, too, 
sometimes producing hairy growth, 
*‘moon”’ face, waterlogging, high 
blood pressure, and emotional up- 
sets, although these disappear 
when treatment stops. And even 
when they work without immedi- 
ate side reactions, there has been a 
fear that a long-term treatment 
might boomerang. 

It’s many years too early yet for

complete evaluation, but there’s 
some reassurance from a study 
which has been going on since 1949 
at New York University College of 
Medicine to appraise cortisone’s 
long-term value. Of 31 patients 
previously unable to take care of 
their simplest daily needs, 25 have 
been self-sufficient on cortisone. Of 
17 who were actually bedridden 
before, only 2 are now. Of 11 who 
could previously get around only 
in wheelchairs or with crutches or 
canes, 7 are active on their own. 
Cortisone has helped, indeed—and 
has helped now for as long as 5 
years. And no boomerang! 

Other work has shown that, in 
many cases, undesirable side effects 
were due to excessive doses used in 
the early days and that low doses 
can keep many patients active, 
feeling well, without penalty. 

Still, some are not helped by 
smaller doses. And hormone treat- 
ment is considered dangerous in 
others who also have severe dia- 
betes and hypertensive vascular 
disease, or other problems. 

Present hormone treatment, ob- 
viously isn’t ideal. But it has been 
good enough after centuries of 
medical hopelessness to stimulate 
new research. 


New developments 


But there have been other de- 
velopments. One of them is phenyl- 
butazone, which is not a hormone 
at all. It has proved in the last 
three years to be an effective anti- 
inflammatory agent that often re- 
lieves arthritic symptoms. It has 
limitations, producing waterlog- 
ging, gastric irritation, and other 
side effects in some cases. But it has 
helped thousands and is being 
widely used. 

Many other developments are in 
experimental stages now, showing 
great promise, but requiring wider 
testing. 

Blood plasma from women who 
have just had babies brought re- 
lief to at least some arthritics for as 
long as a year. Implants of pla- 
cental (afterbirth) tissue have re- 
duced joint swellings and increased 
mobility in 16 of 36 men and 
women, with the improvement 
lasting as long as four years. 

Older methods, too, are getting 
a recheck. 

Gold treatments have been used 
by a handful of American doctors 
for 15 years now. They’ve been 
feared by many physicians because 
they can be toxic. They’ve been 
used now on more than 7,000 pa- 
tients, have proved helpful to some 
extent for 80 percent and brought 
significant improvement in 51 per- 
cent. There’s a calculated risk in 
using gold because of the possibili- 
ty of undesirable reactions. But, 
with increasing knowledge of dos- 
ages, the risk is much less than be- 





fore. Many physicians now believe 
that gold treatment is justified 
when rheumatoid arthritis has last- 
ed more than a few months and 
shows evidence of becoming pro- 
gressively worse, 


Aspirin and heat 


There’s also the recent British 
study which has shown that in early 
rheumatoid arthritis, aspirin can 
be as effective as cortisone. Thirty 
arthritic patients with the disease 
of less than nine months’ duration 
received cortisone and another 31 
got aspirin. With each form of 
treatment, joint tenderness was re- 
duced. At the end of the year, the 
disease was either inactive or only 
slightly active in 75 percent of both 
groups of patients, and 40 percent 
of both groups were capable of 
normal work and activity. 

No less important is another 
study with 282 severely afflicted, 
hospitalized patients, 183 of them 
partially or completely crippled. 
The treatment: aspirin plus heat, 
physical therapy, daily exercises of 
the affected joints. The results: 200 
of the 282 substantially improved; 
113 able to take care of themselves 
completely, hold jobs and enjoy a 
social life. Of 62 confined to bed at 
the beginning, only one remained 
bedfast two-and-a-half years later. 


The new outlook 


Most experts in the field of 
arthritis believe that the vast ma- 
jority of arthritic patients can be 
helped—freed of pain and crip- 
pling avoided—and that very often

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this can be done with simple, 100- 
percent safe measures. 

The tendency now is to treat 
early arthritis with simple, con- 
servative measures. When the dis- 
ease is active, rest is important— 
not necessarily bed rest, but rest 
for perhaps several hours a day. 
Aspirin and heat are used to relieve 
pain and good nutrition to build 
up the body. Special exercises are 
used to maintain joint motion and 
muscle tone. Physical therapy can 
prevent much of the crippling ef- 
fects, and even when crippling has 
already occurred—if used before 
muscles have actually wasted 
away—can restore a great degree 
of good functioning. 

In patients for whom these meas- 
ures fail, there are the gold com- 
pounds, hormones, and other drugs 
in reserve. In most cases, they work. 


Osteoarthritis 


Also known as degenerative 
joint disease, osteoarthritis is as- 
sociated with aging and wear and 
tear. Many more people suffer 
from it than from rheumatoid ar- 
thritis—and it’s far less serious. 

Joints are remarkable feats of 
engineering by nature. They must 
bear weight and yet move, too. A 
joint includes the ends of bones and 
the protective sheaths of cartilage 
about the ends. There are liga- 
ments attaching muscles to the 
bones, plus nerves, blood vessels, 
and fluid. 

Osteoarthritis occurs when the 
protective cartilage wears away. 
Then, as the bone loses the protec- 
tion, irritations may develop and 
bone changes may set in. The 
muscles, fatigued with trying to 
keep the joint working in spite of 
its lowered efficiency, may go into 
spasm or involuntary contractions. 

There has never been any neat, 
one-shot specific treatment for 
osteoarthritis and there is none to- 
day. In effect, people who suffer 
from osteoarthritis do so because of 
abuse. Possibly, a hereditary in- 
fluence is at work and, possibly, in 
some people, a metabolic disorder 
may lower the grade of the carti- 
lage so that it is more likely to wear 
away more easily. Yet, in the end, 
it is abuse which accelerates wear 
and tear, and a primary aim of 
treatment—although medications 
may be used for temporary relief— 
is to eliminate or lessen the abusive 
factors: 

(1) Reducing—if the patient is 
overweight—will lighten the load 
carried by overburdened joints. 

(2) Poor posture, which puts un- 
due stress on the joint structures, 
can be improved. 

(3) Foot faults often shoot undue 
stresses upward, producing damag- 
ing effects on ankles, knees, hips, 
spine. A prescription for proper 
shoes and additional foot sup- 
ports may be used. The improve- 
ment of foot mechanics by change 
in shoes and added supports, is 
often the deciding factor in reliev- 
ing osteoarthritis pains. 

(4) Aspirin, heat, massage, and 
warm baths may be used to decrease 
any pain and relax muscle spasm. 
In severe cases, splints, a corset, or 
even plaster casts may be used to 
give complete rest to a badly af- 
fected part. 

(5) Physical therapy is especially

effective. Corrective exercises can 
stretch fibrous structures and bring 
back mobility. 

(6) Injections of novocaine, if neces- 
sary, into extremely tender areas 
can be used to make the exercise 
possible without pain. And when 
mobility returns after exercise, it’s 
often a permanent gain. 

Results with this basic approach 
are gratifying in a great proportion 
of osteoarthritis patients, accord- 
ing to a recent report by a com- 
mittee of the American Rheuma- 
tism Association. 

The worst thing for a person with 
osteoarthritis is to feel that he must 
inevitably become a hopeless crip- 
ple—that nothing can be done. 
Fundamentally, osteoarthritis is a 
benign disorder. Much can be 
done when the earliest symptoms 
appear—mild stiffness and aching 
pain in a joint—to bring osteoar- 
thritis under control. Much can be 
done, too, even at later stages. 


Rheumatic ailments 
Without producing crippling 
changes in the joints, a number of 
rheumatic ailments cause’ pains 
and swellings in muscles, tendons, 
and nerves. Few people go through 
life without at least one attack of 


painful stiff neck, lumbago, or 
simply stiff and painful muscles. 

The conditions are usually mild 
and short-lived and most people 
ascribe such attacks to overexer- 
tion, chilling, or a cold. However, 
about 30 percent of patients in ar- 
thritic clinics in the United States 
suffer from such forms of rheuma- 
tism, often called fibrositis. 

Fibrositis usually subsides or is 
controlled by treatment. Heat and 
massage provide relief. Planned 
exercise done after the application 
of heat often relieves stiffness and 
aching. Aspirin helps relieve pain, 
too. And novocaine injected into 
trigger points of pain often breaks a 
refiex or vicious cycle in which the 
pain causes spasm and the spasm 
then causes more pain. Such in- 
jections often afford relief for a long 
period of time. 

In bursitis, also classified as a 
rheumatic disorder, conservative 
measures such as use of an ice bag 
and aspirin provide relief in many 
cases. When these fail, injection of 
novocaine or of hydrocortisone 
often produces prompt and lasting 
relief. Local X-ray treatment has 
also brought good results. By using 
these measures to get a shoulder or 
other bursitis-hit joint moving 
again, adhesions can be prevented. 
In long-standing cases, in which 
heavy calcium deposits are present 
and the joint is bound by adhe- 
sions, an operation may be neces- 
sary to remove the calcified mass 
and restore painless motion. 


The great crippler 


In all of their forms, arthritic 
and rheumatic ailments disable 10 
times more people than diabetes or 
tuberculosis and 7 times more than 
cancer. Among the chronic dis- 
eases, they cripple the largest num- 
ber of persons and kill the least.

They got the house they wanted 


The three Burroweses worked to- 
gether on the house. They followed 
a plan of construction which Jim 
carefully worked out in advance. 
They would build the framework 
of whole walls flat on the ground, 
then raise them into position. It 
gave them the most efficient use of 
their small hand tools with which 
they built the entire house. 

Jim laid out the floor plate for 
the house, then 2x4s to form the 
ceiling were laid parallel. The up- 
rights were cut to measure with 
a handsaw. Jessie and young Jim 
nailed them to the ceiling plate. 
Working together, they raised and 
held whole sections of wall while 
Jim nailed each section to the floor 
plate. 

Jim’s only building experience 
had been assembling a precut house 
in Michigan. Beyond that, as a boy 
he delighted in watching his father 
do his specialized work of strength- 
ening foundations and timbers in 
ancient English castles. 

Perhaps it was this inspiration 
that made him build his own home 
with a strength that’s uncommon 
in California’s mild climate. He 
sheathed the framework, sealed it 
with tar paper, and paneled outside

walls with redwood, trimmed with 
a stone dado. He laid 34-inch oak 
floors throughout the house. 

It wasn’t all work, however. 
Young Jimmy considered the first 
year of intensive effort as one long 
picnic. Jessie put together a make- 
shift refrigerator from an orange 
crate that would hold a block of ice 
and improvised a stove by placing 
a grill from her range over a circle 
of stones. Snacks, cold drinks, or a 
cheering cup of tea were always 
available during the long weekends 
when the family worked from dawn 
to dusk on the house. 


, it was a race to move into 
the house even partially finished 
before the baby_arrived. They lost. 
Jessica was three months old when 
the family moved in. The kitchen, 
laundry, and one bathroom were 
the only rooms finished.

Quantity buying costs you less 





Store shellac in small glass 
bottles. The metal containers 
sometimes cause the resins in 
shellac to become solid, mak- 
ing liquid gummy and hard to 
brush out evenly. 

Use inexpensive brushes to 
apply stain, shellac, and paint 
remover. But buy good brush- 
es for “finish” work. 





Discarded awnings make 
excellent dropeloths for paint- 
ing and carpenter work, and 
as protective cloths for auto 
repairs. The heavy canvas ab- 
sorbs paint, dust, and grease. 

Use burlap sacks to wipe 
off excess wood filler and 
paint remover. Strips from 
felt hats make rubbing felts. 





Stockpile the frequently used 
materials such as turpentine, 
linseed oil, glazing compound, 
wood fillers, sealers, screws, 
bolts, nails, and so on. 

It’s less expensive to buy 
half-gallon and gallon lots of 
these supplies than to buy 
smaller amounts. It also saves 
time going back to store. 





Trim the unused sections of 
floor-sanding machine belts 
and dise abrasives into con- 
venient size for hand-sanding. 

Coarse grits remove rough, 
excess wood fast; finish with 
finer grit. Renew cutting ac- 
tion of all coated abrasives by 
removing the sanding residue 
with a stiff brush. 





Buy quality tools, keep 
them sharp and free from 
rust, and they will last you 
and your children a lifetime. 
Thin film of oil on metal 
surfaces discourages rust — 
especially during the coming 
summer months when excess 
humidity is always present. 
Keep your tools organized;

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can cut the family tax burden 


tributions to your church or to the 
kinds of nonprofit organizations 
Uncle Sam approves for tax-de- 
duction purposes. Save all receipts 
and canceled checks. When you 
use .your car much in church or 
charitable work, keep track of the 
cost of gas, and so forth—it’s de- 
ductible. But the value of your 
services is not. 

Get evidence of property con- 
tributions. Do you contribute 
clothing, furniture, books, or bric- 
a-brac to organizations O.K.’d for 
tax deduction? If you intend to 
claim your gift as a deduction, do 
this: make a list of what you give, 
date it, and ask the person who 
accepts the donation to sign it. 
Such a list helps you—and the in- 
come-tax auditor—determine the 
market value of your contribution. 

Some organizations send a state- 
ment of how much your donated 
goods were sold for—which elimi- 
nates guesswork on your tax return. 
Taxpayer’s overgenerous rough 
estimates or lavish unsupported 
claims do not impress the auditor. 

Save proof of interest payment 
on personal debts—such as bank 
loans, home mortgages, and a life- 
insurance loan (if the interest is 
actually paid, not added to the 
loan). You can also itemize as a

deduction the interest on install- 
ment-plan purchases (and carrying 
charges up to 6 percent where in- 
terest is not separately stated). 

Know special tax deductions. 
Self-employed persons who work 
at home can claim many special 
deductions—if the family record- 
keeper makes sure they’re not 
missed. A writer paid $87 too much 
tax because he forgot to deduct 
business telephone calls and cost of 
magazines used professionally. 

Incoming money can be forgot- 
ten too—with unfortunate results. 
A farmer had to dig up $214 (plus 
6 percent interest) for a two-year- 
old tax because he forgot to include 
milk subsidy as income. 

Don’t toss out tax records too 
soon. How soon? That’s hard to 
say. If fraud or failure to file a re- 
turn is discovered, the government 
can clamp down no matter how 
many years have gone by. Don’t be 
in a hurry to throw out records on 
large or unusual transactions. But 
in ordinary cases, if Uncle Sam is 
going to question your return he’ll 
do so within three years after it’s 
filed. 

Of course, any year your deduct- 
ible nonbusiness expenses don’t 
exceed 10 percent of adjusted gross 
income, those particular expense 


records can be tossed out when you 
file your tax return. 

Keep file of home improve- 
ments. If you own your own home 
or cooperative apartment, a sepa- 
rate permanent file may save you tax 
money many years from now. You 


are not selling? According to 
the Federal Reserve, almost 2144 
million homes (not counting farms) 
were bought in America in 1954. 
To play safe, keep bills and can- 
celed checks for your property’s 
purchase cost and commissions as 
well as for all capital improvements. 

What is a capital improvement? 
Get advice from your local Internal 
Revenue Service office or your 
lawyer, in case of doubt. Among 
other things, capital improvements 
include the addition of new rooms 
and modernizing of old ones. Also 
shrubbery, trees, perennial flowers 
and many other small expenditures 
that are hard to prove—or easy to 
forget—if you depend on memory. 

Repairs and redecoration are not 
capital improvements. But if they 
are done (1) to assist in the sale of 
the property (2) during the 90-day 
period ending on the day on which 
a contract to sell is entered into and 
(3) paid for within 30 days after the 
date of sale, repairs and redecora- 
tions reduce any taxable gain you 
make from the sale—provided you 
buy or build another home within a 
specified period. 

The cost of your own labor to 
make repairs or improvements is 
not deductible. 

Look for other possible deduc- 


tions. For instance: uninsured 


thefts—something stolen, not lost; 
the cost of an accident to your car 
—if not caused by willful negli- 
gence and not covered by insur- 
ance; nonbusiness bad debts—in 
the year they become uncollecti- 
ble; fees for any legal help on tax 
returns or other tax matters. 

Other possible deductions: dam- 
age by fire, freezing, explosion, and 
storm—if not recompensed by in- 
surance (a special new Internal 
Revenue Service Bulletin spells out 
tax-reducing steps for flood and 
hurricane losses) ; the cost of tools 
that must be bought for business; 
child-care deductions for working 
mothers; dues to unions or profes- 
sional societies. And several more 
you may discover in the Internal 
Revenue Service pamphlet that 
comes with your tax forms. 

As you’ve suspected, many a 
wife who starts out keeping tax 
records winds up helping her hus- 
band actually figure the tax. You 
may decide this partnership system 
is a good idea for your family, too. 
Especially if you save so much 
money on taxes you can afford to 
add a patio or maybe a playroom. 
Which might help save more tax 
money—if you ever sell your house!

LAWNS-how to 
build them 


How’s the grass on your side of the 


fence? Is it all green and a yard 


wide—or thin and weedy? Whatever 


your lawn problem, there’s an answer, 


even if you have no grass at all 


How to get a good stand of grass from seed 





Improve the soil. Have lawn area 
plowed and harrowed, or worked 
with rotary tiller. Spading is satis- 
factory only for small areas. 

Remove debris brought to surface 
by tilling, and level off high spots. 
Then spread 3 or 4 pounds of plant 
food over each 100 square feet. 


How to keep an established lawn thick and green 








__" “ 
Aerate'scuffed areas. Grass that 
takes a lot of scuffing grows thin be- 
cause the soil is compacted. Aerate 
before spots need major repair. 
Special tools designed for this re- 
move plugs of soil, open up soil to 
food and water and give roots a bet- 
ter chance to grow and nourish grass. 
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Rake soil vigorously with stiff 
bow rake. Break up the clods and fill 
in minor surface irregularities. 

This “scrubbing with a rake” pre- 
pares a good seed bed for tiny grass 
seed—should also be used for all 
new lawns, even those that will be 
started by sodding.

Feed all of lawn at least once a 
year with a balanced plant food, 
preferably in early spring. Feed new 
lawns and lawns in dry areas a sec- 
ond time in early summer. 

Do not attempt to remedy poor 
color by watering more often. Water 
is not a substitute for plant food. 





Sow grass seed evenly. If you sow 
by hand, divide seed into two lots, 
and sow half criss and half cross. 
Plant-food spreaders and special 
seeders speed up sowing, give better 
distribution. When soil has been pre- 
pared right, 3 pounds of seed will 
cover 1,000 square feet adequately. 





Mow often. Infrequent mowing 
gives weeds a better chance to grow. 
Set mower to cut bluegrass 114 
inches high, bent grasses and Ber- 
muda | inch high. 

Mow often enough so you remove 
no more than half of the tops at a 
mowing, more frequently if possible. 


To get the lawn you want, do 3 things 


| Start with a grass adapted to your area. Buy good 

seed, tested for purity. Permanent grasses should 
make up at least 75 percent of mixture. Cheap mix- 
tures contain high percentages of rye, timothy, and 
perhaps weed seeds and chaff, labeled inert matter. 


9 Provide good soil base, and feed often. Even if 

you sod, don’t skip the basic tilling operations 
described below. Grass is tough but needs help. Feed 
at least once each year, preferably more. 


Eliminate the competition of weeds and weed 

grasses. Use 2,4-D in late spring when weeds are 
most vigorous, and repeat in summer. Use one of 
crabgrass killers if you have weed grasses. 





Stick seed to soil by rolling with 
empty roller or by raking with broom 
rake. Do not cover the seed. 
Water lightly, just enough to mois- 
ten top half-inch of soil and stick 
seeds in place. Keep soil constantly 
moist until seeds sprout. Begin to 
mow when grass is 2 inches high.

Water lawn when rainfall is below 
normal in summer, adding at least 
an inch to surface each time. 

Once every 10 days is sufficient 
except in driest summers. When tem- 
peratures are high, grass may go dor- 
mant even if water is available. It 
will green up when days get cooler.

Choose new heathers in bloom at the nursery for needed 
covering of a slope. . . . Dig your vegetable plot full-spade 
depth or have it plowed as soon as soil dries out enough to 
work. Sow seed of radishes, spinach, peas, carrots, and other 
cool weather vegetables. . . . 

Keep plenty of bait containing metaldehyde on hand to 
spread around plants to control slugs, snails, and pill bugs.

tation. Titanium is a good ex- 
ample. This is a metal which is 
stronger than steel yet as light as 
aluminum. It has many uses as al- 
loys of steel and in the making of 
paint. 

Hitherto the titanium ores of 
upper New York and southern 
Ontario have not been developed. 
Now, however, because of prom- 
ised cheap power, both the UV. S. 
Bureau of Mines and certain Cana- 
dian interests have started experi- 
ments looking to the development 
of these ores. 

Sulfur, sand, dolomite, timber, 
lead, zinc, and talc are other nat- 
ural resources which may be de- 
veloped in this area as a result of 
the Seaway. New industries mean 
new jobs, new towns, and expan- 
sion of existing towns. 

Summarizing some of the antici- 
pated economic benefits of the 
Seaway, Raymond F. Stellar, en- 
gineer with the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way Development Corporation, 
listed the following: 
> It will stabilize the great steel in- 
dustry and allied businesses in the 
Midwest area and permit future 
growth, as contrasted with a shift 
to seaboard areas. 
> It will spur further industrializa- 
tion in the Lakes area. 
> It will improve the general econ- 
omy of the mid-continent area. 
> It will augment integration of 
the United States economy with 
that of Canada. 

All changes resulting from the 
Seaway are not of an economic na- 
ture though. One of the changes is 
geographical. Power dams _ will 
create a reservoir 35 miles long 
and from one to 4 miles wide, over- 
flowing over 45,000 acres of fer- 
tile land. 

All along the river for that 35

miles communities will be sub- 
merged. Farms, schools, churches, 
cemeteries, homes, and stores will 
disappear. On the Canadianeside, 
two towns and six villages will be 
covered by 18 to 22 feet of water, 
with over 6,500 people displaced. 
On the American side, about 10 
percent of Waddington, N.Y. and 
the tiny community of Louisville 
Landing will be flooded, with un- 
der 1,500 people affected. 

Citizens affected by the project 
will, of course, be compensated for 
loss of property. In Canada, four 
new towns are being built to ac- 
commodate people who must be 
shifted. 


One the next few years, scenes 
along the St. Lawrence River, it- 
self, will gradually change as water 
backs up behind the dams. Islands 
and the famous Long Sault Rapids 
will disappear. In place of the river 
there will be a long lake. 

That lake promises to become a 
huge, new recreational area, rival- 
ing the lakes created in the South 
by the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
Cottages, camps, and lodges are 
expected to spring up along the 
shore. Yachts and power launches 
will have a new home on placid 
waters where today there are rush- 
ing rapids. Fishermen will find 
muskie, pike, walleye and perch in 
this man-made lake, the same fish 
now found in the racing St. Law- 
rence. A new 2,700 acre state park 
on the New York side will offer 
picnicking and other recreational 
facilities. 

“Recreation will be one of the 
great by-products of the St. Law- 
rence power and seaway develop- 
ments,” says Robert Moses, who is 
chairman of the New York State 
Power Authority.

Prune young trees to improve shape 


Remove any limbs that rub. 
Vigorous, fast-growing young 
trees often send out branches 
so close together that they 
rub on adjoining limbs. 

This weakens stems, opens 
bark for entry of disease. Cut 
weaker of two limbs back 
flush with main branch. 


Check tops for narrow crotch- 
es. Sharp-angled crotches are 
weak. After tree grows, crotch 
may split under load of ice 
or heavy winds. 

You avoid loss of big limbs 
later by removing one of two 
leaders when tree is young. 
New growth will fill in. 


Cut off “laddered” branches. 
When a branch is heavily 
shaded by one just above it, 
it will grow weaker, soon die. 

Remove the limb which 
contributes least to shape of 
tree, is most likely to need re- 
moval as tree grows. This is 
usually, but not always, the 
lower of the two. 


Raise heads of young trees. 
As long as the lower branches 
do not interfere with mowing, 
they can be left on tree. 

As tree develops good top 
and strong trunk, remove the 
lower branches until top is at 
height you want. Shape the 
tree gradually over a period 
of two or three years.

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YOU CAN IMPROVE the shape of your 


young trees, and remove the trouble spots from 


older ones with a few judicious cuts in early 


spring. You’ll need sharp hand shears and 


a good pruning saw. Here’s how you do it 


Prune older trees to prevent trouble 
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Cut all of the suckers away 
from base. Make cuts flush 
with trunk. If slightest stub is 
left, new sprouts will arise in 
a few weeks. 

When suckers arise below 
soil, dig away until you can 
eut without leaving a stub. 
Feed tree to renew vigor if 
there are many suckers. 


Cut out water sprouts. These 
are the fast-growing shoots 
arising near center of the tree. 
They don’t follow normal 
growth pattern of limbs — 
make tree look bad and shade 
more important branches of 
tree. Remove water sprouts 
when seen any time of year. 


Remove old stubs. Those left 
on tree by pruning or storm 
damage will eventually die 
back to the main trunk. 
After the stub dies, decay 
works back into trunk. To 
prevent, make all final cuts 
flush with the main trunk or 
branch. The tree can then 
cover wound with new bark. 


Protect larger wounds. Paint 
all new cuts over three inches 
in diameter with shellac or a 
special tree paint. 

House paint can be used on 
wounds which have begun to 
heal, but should not be used 
on fresh cuts, as paint will 
damage the cambium.

I Protect plants from blight 
by spraying early, when new 
buds first break through soil. 
Blight dries up flower buds, 
wilts shoots, and disligures 
foliage with dark spots. 
First, remove and burn old 
foliage, then spray with cap- 
tan, copper spray, or ferbam.

Repeat after 
blooms are gone. 

Peonies tolerate heat and 
drought, and seldom need ex- 
tra water in the spring. 

Do water them in dry sum- 
mers if they begin to wilt. 
Soak soil at least foot deep. 
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With routine care, peonies can give you six weeks of color plus fine 
foliage all season. Protection from occasional pests, a little plant food 
in spring, and extra water in summer, will give you results like this

4 When peony buds begin to 
swell, stems should be staked 
or circled with a support so 
flowers wiil not sag to ground. 

Here, commercial support 
is being fastened after being 
set in position. 

Ants, which sometimes 
swarm over buds at this stage, 
can be controlled easily with 
chlordane dust around plants. 


5 To get larger flowers, dis- 
bud your peonies. Remove all 
of the smaller side buds on 
each flower stem, leaving only 
the large center one. 

You can “roll” the buds off 
by twisting them between 
thumb and forefinger. The 
buds will snap off cleanly. 

Peonies that you grow for 
landscape effect need not be 
disbudded. 


@ Remove old flower heads as 
they fade, so flowers won’t 
use energy producing seed. 
When you cut flowers for 
arranging, remove no more 
foliage than necessary. Leave 
two or three leaves on each 
stem when you cut blooms. 
If you need long stems, 
take a few from each plant, 
rather than all from one.

Dig up bare spot, loosening 
soil to depth of fork or spade 
blade. Break up clods as you 
turn the soil. Remove any de- 
bris that is uncovered.

to protect them from seed- 
ling diseases such as damping- 
off. Fungicide dusts for seeds 
are available at garden supply 
stores and nurseries. 

To apply, trim corner off 
seed packet. Then dip knife 
into dust and transfer tipful 
to packet. Fold corner and 
shake to coat seeds. 


Make miniature seed flats 

from milk cartons. Cut out 
one side of carton.

Then place 
clear plastic bag or pane of 
glass over top and set carton 
in a warm, sunny window. 

With moistureproof cover 
little watering will be needed 
to keep soil moist. Remove 
the plastic cover when the 
seedlings start to show. 


Transplant seedlings from 

original carton when they 
have developed their first set 
of true leaves. 

Fill the new cartons or pots 
with good soil, made lighter 
with peat or compost. Move 
three seedlings to carton. 


x Transplant seedlings out- 
doors as soon as the soil is 
warm enough. (A good sign— 
look for fruit trees to bloom.) 

To move young plants easi- 
ly open one side of carton and 
cut through soil halfway be- 
tween each with a knife. 

Set plant in prepared hole, 
draw loose soil around it, firm 
gently, and water liberally.

The 70 miles of paved State 
Highway 227 takes you to Park 
Headquarters at Panther Junction, 
getting more spectacular as you ap- 
proach that formidable desert 
island formed by the Chisos. You 
travel through Persimmon Gap, 
past Dagger Flat and Mountain 
(so named after the wealth of giant 
Dagger cacti growing here), the 
Rosillos (Red) Mountains and 
then over the old Comanche Trail. 
From Panther Junction, another 
10 scenic miles through Green 
Gulch takes you into the Basin. 
Here you'll find camping grounds, 
cottages, a restaurant, and all other 
tourist conveniences, plus a U. S. 
post office. 


, * mile-high Basin nestles in 
the shadow of its guardian, 7,300- 
foot-high Casa Grande Mountain. 
And it is this elevation that makes 
it a fine summer vacation land. 


July-August temperatures average 


a minimum 60, maximum 85 of 
dry. invigorating air. The park is 
open all year, camping grounds are 
free, trailers welcome; lowest tem- 
peratures are in January-February 

minimum 40, maximum 60. 

Park’s cabins are simple but 
clean, without bath, adjacent to 
central shower and toilet buildings. 
Rates: $5 per night for two, $5.50 
for three, $6 for four, plus a dollar 
extra for each rollaway. Attractive 
stone cottages with small patio and 
private shower: $8.50 for two, 
$12.50 for four, $16.50 for six, and 
again $1 for extra rollaway. Meals 
at the Chuck Wagon restaurant 
are simple, wholesome, and quite 
reasonable. 

Guided all-day horse trips cost 
$9 per rider, get cheaper as num- 
ber in party increases.

Being 
in Texas, you can bring your own 
cayuse and board the critter for 
$4 daily. (For complete informa- 
tion write: National Park Conces- 
sions, Inc., Big Bend National 
Park, Texas). In summer, reserva- 
tions are advisable. 


, our national parks, Big 
Bend is geologically unique. It 
takes in lofty mountains, the plains 
around these, the lowlands along 
the Rio Grande. There is also the 
romantic Mexican flavor and the 
rough-tough pioneer background 
of this border. 

Over 60 species of mammals, 
200 of birds, and 1,100 of plants 
are represented here. It is not un- 
usual to hear the eerie scream of 
the mountain lion at night, or have 
javelina, coyotes, big mule and 
white tail deer, and even antelope 
cross your path. So if you drive 
with your headlights on, go easy. 
As to history, gigantic oyster and 
clam shells have been unearthed, 
one measuring 35x50 inches; a 
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petrified tree 10 feet in diameter 
and 90 feet long, and the bones of 
dinosaurs which gallivanted around 
here eons ago. 

After rains, the desert flowers 
vie with those of California, Ari- 
zona, and New Mexico. The lowly 
Texas Blue Bonnet, ordinarily 5 
inches high, puts on an extra show 
and grows 2 feet high. 

Trails lead to all interesting 
points; more are being added. If 
you can’t hike, ride a horse. If that 
isn’t to your liking, you can drive 
and see most of the park from your 
car—over well-kept, all-weather 
graveled roads, or even partly 
paved ones. 

Two trips are musts, The South 
Rim and Santa Elena Canyon. 
The South Rim of the Chisos, 
(horseback or hiking, time about 
8 hours) is called the Roof of Texas 
and is 1!4 miles high. Below, the 
sinuous Rio Grande threads its 
way eastward. Beyond the river is 
a veritable ocean of mountain 
ranges in Mexico. On your left the 
Sierra del Carmen ranges. Sunset 
over the del Carmens defies de- 
scription. To us, it looked like hun- 
dreds of serrated miles of blazing, 
golden ingots. 


_ Elena Canyon can_ be 
reached by car, offers good camp- 
ing and picnic grounds. Here you 
have a graphic illustration of the 
relentless power of water. Centur- 
ies ago the Rio Grande carved 
itself a path through huge, massive 
blocks of limestone. Santa Elena 
(and farther down Mariscal and 
Boquilla canyons) is the result, a 
narrow gorge which you walk into 
for quite a distance, with its per- 
pendicular walls towering 1,500 
feet.

What will make Big Bend un- 
usually different and attractive for 
the future visitor is a project to get 
the Mexican Government to allo- 
cate some one million equally 
scenic acres bordering our park. 
Ultimately, this would become one 
great International Peace Park 
where people from north and south 
of the Rio Grande can freely inter- 
mingle without the folderol of cus- 
toms and immigration inspections. 
This would be a magnificent mon- 
ument to our friendly relations 
with Mexico. 


Bi. Bend offers something of 
interest to every one—young, old, 
rich or poor. For children, espe- 
cially, it makes vast and safe play- 
grounds. Perhaps Superintendent 
Miller and George Sholly, chief of 
Rangers, expressed it best in their 
pardonable love for the Park. 

**Why travel all over the country 
when we have everything here? For 
example, take the drive of 60 miles 
from Boquillas to Santa Elena and 
what have you seen? Some pretty 
rugged canyons, our own Painted 
Desert, sand dunes, mountains, 
Wonderland of Rocks, space—plus 
an all-year climate. Caverns? We'll 
come to those, some day. We 
haven’t had time to dig for them 
yet!” 

The 100 miles of Highway 118, 
of which only seven remain to be 
paved, takes you to Alpine on U. 
S. Highway 90 ending the Big 
Bend Loop. Alpine is one of the 
state’s most popular summer and 
winter resorts because of its 4,484’ 
elevation and splendid climate. Of 
special interest in connection with 
the park is the Big Bend museum 
on the Sul Ross State College 
campus.

I have a parakeet that seems to 
have a cold, as it wheezes when it 
breathes. What do you suggest? 

Aureomycin and _ terramycin 
have been beneficial for several of 
these respiratory ailments. A 50 mg 
capsule of powder emptied and 
mixed thoroughly in a half ounce 
of baby-chick starter mash is a good 
way to administer the drug. 


My dog was injured by an auto 
and left lying in the street. When we 
went to get him, although he is very 

entle, he bit at us as we tried to ick 

im up. How should an injured dog 
be handled so he won't bite? 

Biting is dog’s chief defense. It 
hurts the injured dog to be moved 
and he tries to protect himself by 
biting. Provide a muzzle by tying 
a shoestring or a small sash-cord 
rope around his jaws. Tie it tightly. 
There is no danger of obstructing 
breathing. 


My dog was running through the 
grass aan cut her leg in the area just 
above the foot. She must have cut a 
large blood vessel because she bled 
profusely. What is the best way to 
stop bleeding in a case like this? 

The best way is to put a large 
gauze pack or sponge over the cut 
area and bind it tightly to the leg 
with roller gauze bandage. A tour- 
niquet helps to slow the flow of 
blood, but on the dog it is hard to 
secure and keep tight. 


A neighbor had a dog that gave 
birth to a large litter of puppies. 
When they were 10 days old the 
bitch took a spell and started twitch- 
ing. She was taken to the hospital 
where she recovered. Our dog is go- 
ing to have puppies. Can you tell 
me how this can best be prevented? 

This is known as eclampsia. It is 
thought to occur when the blood 
level of calcium becomes too low 
because of the great drain of cal- 
cium from the body through the 
milk. A bitch so affected usually 
can be restored to health by in- 
jecting calcium solution directly 
into the blood stream. Supple- 
menting the diet of the pregnant 
or nursing bitch with calcium 
usually does much to forestall this 
condition. If the puppies are tak- 
ing too much milk from the moth- 
er, their feeding can be supple- 
mented by feeding them cow’s milk 
from a nursing bottle. A good 
formula is one beaten egg added to 
a pint of milk, plus one ounce of 
corn syrup. This acts as a stock 
formula and should be kept re- 
frigerated. Take from this stock 
formula 2 or 3 ounces, or the 
amount that would be consumed 
at one feeding by the litter, warm 
it to body temperature and add 
two drops of cod-liver oil per pup- 
py per feeding.

dream symbolism is easy to come 
by. When 6-year-old Carol dreams 
that she keeps trying to telephone 
her friend Betty, but can never get 
the correct number, the amateur 
psychiatrist down the block might 
glibly inform you that the tele- 
phone stands for her father and 
Betty for her mother, and that the 
dream means that Carol feels that 
her father is standing between her 
mother and herself. The trouble 
with your neighbor’s diagnosis is 
that it might be right—but is more 
likely to be wrong. 


— bona-fide psychiatrists and 
psychologists use symbols merely as 
a guide. They know that the in- 
terpretation given by the child, 
adolescent, or adult to his own 
dream is as important as the dream 
itself. Two people may dream the 
same thing, yet to each the dream 
means something different. 

Dr. Edward Neuhaus, the school 
psychologist for the Baldwin, New 
York, public schools, feels that the 
crucial factor in understanding a 
child’s dreams is a knowledge of 
the child. Who are the important 
people in his life? What happened 
to him yesterday—or last week— 

at home or in school? Here, of 
course, a parent is in an ideal situ- 
ation to “interpret” his own child’s 
dreams. 

The main difference between a 
child’s dreams and those of an 
adult are that the child’s are far 
easier to understand. An adult has 
lived longer and much more has 
happened to him. In his sophisti- 
cation, he has built up a compli- 
cated system of defenses which 
stand between his conscious and 
unconscious desires. 

Every dream reveals a_ basic 
emotional attitude. To a sympa- 
thetic kindergarten teacher, Carol’s 
dream showed a lack of confidence 
in her abilities and a feeling of frus- 
tration. At a conference with Car- 
ol’s mother, the teacher explained 
that Carol’s ego needed a build-up 
and that she should be helped to 
get satisfaction from the things she 
does well. 

Bobby, who lives under the 
domination of two older sisters, has 
a recurrent dream in which every- 
one is chasing him and the whole 
world seems to be against him. To 
someone who knows Bobby, this 
dream is significant in showing his 
inability to cope with his sisters. 

Another child dreams that a 
large animal or object is running 
after him. No sisters here, but the 
mother who listens to Ais dream 
may remember that yesterday 
Johnny had a hard day with his 
father. Everything the child did 
got on his father’s nerves and 
Johnny was constantly being 
scolded or punished. In this dream, 
an understanding parent could 
find out how a child feels about 
heavy-handed authority. 

The way we react to our chil- 
dren’s dreams is important. Con- 
sider the dream about the lions and 
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the monkeys. The calm acceptance 
that Jane’s mother gave to the fact 
that children do sometimes hate 
their mothers and want to strike 
back at them was reassuring to the 
child. If the mother had been dis- 
approving, the child would have 
felt guilty and “bad” at having 
these thoughts. And, of course, the 
next time she would not have felt 
free to reveal them. 

It is equally important for a par- 
ent to realize that dreams are only 
a clue to feelings that may be—and 
probably are—perfectly normal. 
In themselves, dreams don’t prove 
anything. But a parent who is wise 
enough to see in a child’s dream 
that he does feel oppressed by 
bossy sisters or a too-strict father 
may be able to help the child be- 
fore the problem becomes really 
serious. 

It is one thing to encourage a 
child to tell you his dreams; it is 
quite another to give him the 
“third degree.” Don’t ply him with 
a lot of questions or press for more 
information than he wants to give. 
All of us have our private worlds 
that we don’t want others to ex- 
plore—a child as much as an adult. 

“Parents,” says Dr. Neuhaus, 
“too often want to know every- 
thing about their children. That is 
wrong. No one knows everything 
about them.” 


When does a child start to 
dream? There is no precise answer, 
but the best estimate is somewhere 
around the first birthday. These 
early dreams are often confused 
with reality and it is not uncom- 
mon for a young child to wake up 
and ask where the puppy is that 
that was playing on his pillow. (On 
the other hand, older children, and 
even adults, often have dreams so 
vivid that they may seem real even 
upon awakening.  Six-year-old 
David woke up one hot morning 
last summer to complain that the 
sun had already melted all the 
pretty snow.) 

In a study by P. A. Blanchard of 
the subject matter of 300 children’s 
dreams, animals and parents were 
found to be the principal actors.

The presence of the parents is ob- 
vious, but why the animals? Dr. 
Neuhaus explains it in terms of the 
culture in which children live. 
Their first toys are likely to be 
stuffed animals. Most of the char- 
acters in their story books are an- 
imals, also. 

Another researcher, who ex- 
amined the content of 5,000 chil- 
dren’s dreams, found that the most 
common element was wish fulfill- 
ment. Youngsters dreamed of 
growing up to be Joe DiMaggio, 
of living in a garden of lollipops, 
or of doing away with an interfer- 
ing baby sister. 

A child who feels his smallness 
in the world may dream, as Ernest 
did, of being “Superman” and 
moving rivers about. In his dreams, 
at least, his wish to control his 
environment comes true. 

Undoubtedly, the most spec- 
tacular of all childhood dreams is 
the nightmare. 


Atmos all children experience 
night terrors at one time or an- 
other. They usually begin at 3 or 
4, but are likely to occur at any 
age. The child may or may not 
awaken from the nightmare, de- 
pending upon the intensity of the 
dream and the soundness of his 
sleep. 

In a nightmare, a child is usually 
fleeing from a grotesque figure—a 
terrifying man, animal, or ma- 
chine. Everyday objects and scenes 
often blend with the strange. The 
child may ride on his bicycle or 
roller skates in a desperate attempt 
to escape from a witch. Robbers 
and kidnappers are common vil- 
lains of a nightmare. 

In the motion picture, “Fears of 
Children,” a dramatic scene shows 
how the charming and appealing 
stuffed toys that decorated the 
little boy’s room merged into the 
terrifying animals of a nightmare. 
The solution, needless to say, was 
not to remove the toys, but rather 
the basic cause of his fears. 

Occasional nightmares are per- 
fectly normal adjuncts of growing 
up. It is only when they become

chronic or when the fears are car- 
ried over into his daytime activi- 
ties that they flash a warning that 
something is wrong. 

A child who wakens witha night- 
mare needs to be comforted and 
reassured. It is rarely, if ever, true 
that a child has nightmares in or- 
der to attract attention, as some 
parents seem to believe, and argu- 
ment or discipline will only aggra- 
vate the problem. 

If your child merely whimpers 
or cries in his sleep, and does not 
seem to be disturbed, it may be 
enough to turn him to his other 
side—a trick many adults use to 
escape from bad dreams. How- 
ever, if he seems truly terrified, try

to wake him out of the dream. If 
he wants to talk about the night- 
mare, listen to him sympathetically 
and reassure him as often as neces- 
sary that it was only a dream and 
that he is safe in his own house 
with his own mother and father. 

When you are sure that he is 
completely ‘‘out’” of the dream, 
tuck him back into bed. Don’t be 
afraid that leaving his door open, 
or a light burning, if that’s what he 
wants, will spoil him. Above all, 
this is a time to give him plenty of 
warmth and affection. 

Every nightmare or other fright- 
ening dream is an expression of 
fear. The question parents must de- 
cide is whether the fear is related to 








Salety-belt selection 


be accomplished in several differ- 
ent ways. A wide range of styles of 
belts is now offered to the public. 
There is the civilian or the military 
buckle; the cotton or the nylon 
web; and the cable-to-frame or 
bolt-to-floor type of fastening hard- 
ware. 

There is also the wide belt as 
used on military aircraft and by 
automobile-racing drivers. But the 
narrow, two-inch belt has been 
proved adequate for passenger-car 
use and will undoubtedly become 
the accepted standard. 

The civilian buckle, familiar to 
passengers on commercial airlines, 
has so far achieved the greatest 
popularity, and it is perhaps easier 
to operate because it has a wide 
tongue on the quick-release mech- 
anism. The military type has a 
crank-type lever for quick release 
which is not easy for children to 
operate. 

Although cotton webbing has 
been used for years to make belts of 
this type, many manufacturers now 
offer nylon, claiming it wears long- 
er, is soil resistant, and is easy to 
wash. 


i is in the fastening hardware 
(which connects the belts to the 
vehicle) that the greatest differ- 
ences in the products of the various 
manufacturers become apparent. 
One thing is clear, however. No belt 
should ever be anchored to the seat of the 
vehicle. 

If belts are attached directly to 
the seat of the vehicle and nothing 
else, even a minor crash or sudden 
stop can cause the weight of the 
driver and his passengers to tear 
the seats loose from the floor of the 
car. Then, both passengers and 
seats hurtle forward, and the mo- 
mentum of the seats adds to the 
impact. 

Most reputable manufacturers 
insist that their seat belts be thread- 
ed through the seats and connected 
to the floor or frame of the car. 

In one type of installation, a flat 
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bar several inches wide is bolted at 
the bottom rear edge of the seat. 
This bar has slots through which 
the seat belts are looped. 

But the bar itself is then connect- 
ed to the frame of the vehicle by 
cables which go through the floor 
of the car and are bolted securely 
to the frame. The cable secures the 
seat, yet allows it to be adjusted up 
and down and back and forth in 
the normal way, because the cable 
is installed with a small amount of 
slack. 


Bissnes popular method said by 
its proponents to give ample secu- 
rity (and somewhat quicker and 
simpler to install) uses brackets 
which are bolted directly to the 
floor. Only one hole per bracket 
has to be drilled, and only two 
brackets are needed for each in- 
dividual seat belt. 

To prevent the bolt from being 
torn from the floor during an im- 
pact, a disc of heavy-gauge steel 
about the size of a silver dollar is 
used as a washer for the bolt under 
the floor. 

Actual crash tests have proved 
that this type of installation will 
give complete protection in a 40- 
mile-per-hour collision. If you use 
this type of installation, make a 
careful check of the floor panel to 
be sure it has not been weakened 
by rust. It is also recommended 
that regular semiannual checks be 
made for possible belt wear or cor- 
rosion of hardware. 

How can you tell whether a belt 
is strong enough? It is generally 
acknowledged that the human 
body should be protected to the ex- 
tent of 15 “‘G’s” or gravities. In 
practical use, this means that the 
entire seat-belt installation should 
be able to withstand the weight of 
a human body, even when that 
weight has been multiplied 15 
times at the instant of crash impact. 

For a 200-pound man, a seat- 
belt installation capable of sup- 
porting a loop load of 3,000 pounds is 
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a recent, isolated occurrence or 
whether it is symbolic of a more 
widespread insecurity. 

When Freddy dreams of wild 
animals chasing him, it may be be- 
cause he was frightened by an ani- 
mal at the zoo. Barbara’s dream of 
robbers may stem from an adult 
conversation she has overheard. 

Or perhaps Freddy and Barbara 
have nightmares because of more 
deep-seated fears, such as feelings 
of helplessness, an inability to cope 
with their own feelings or overly 
strict parents. 

How can you determine the 
cause of a nightmare? 

The best yardstick is your child’s 
general attitude and behavior. If 
the nightmares are not chronic, if 
he does not have difficulties in 
other areas (with his brothers or 
sisters, his friends, or in school), if 
he is assertive, friendly, independ- 
ent, and stable, it is probably that 
the fear has been recently precipi- 
tated. A snarling dog, the birth of 


a younger child, father away on a 
trip, or the prolonged visit of a 
relative—any frightening occur- 
rence or deviation in the normal 
tenor of his life may cause an oc- 
casional nightmare. 

If your child has bad dreams 
and there is no clear explanation 
for them, try to find out why he 
feels helpless and _ insignificant. 
Once you know, you can help him 
to feelings of competence and ade- 
quacy. It may be something as 
simple as exchanging praise for be- 
littlement, of relaxing your de- 
mands and your expectations, of 
substituting warmth and encour- 
agement for strict, disciplinary 
management. 

If the problem seems beyond 
your ability to handle, a confer- 
ence with your pediatrician is cer- 
tainly in order. In the rare cases 
where he cannot help, he will 
direct you to the proper agency 
or person for diagnosis and treat- 
ment of your child’s disturbance. 








suggested by many researchers. A 
200-pounder would actually weigh 
3,000 pounds at the instant his car 
struck a solid object at approxi- 
mately 40 to 45 miles per hour. 

The 15-G basis was not arrived 
at arbitrarily; researchers feel that 
any crash which would exert a load 
of more than 3,000 pounds on the 
belt installation would cause the 
automobile to collapse, rendering 
useless the protection of the seat 
belt. 

When you are shopping for safe- 
ty belts, ask to see the statement of 
the manufacturer regarding the 
maximum loop load the belts and 
their accessory hardware are con- 
structed to support. Generally, it is 
figured that each piece of hardware 
and each separate right-hand or 
left-hand belt should pass a mini- 
mum 1,500-pound tension test, so 
that the combined weight load of 
both halves of a single installation 
would be capable of supporting 
3,000 pounds. 


= manufacturers are able to 
state that their product conforms 
to Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion Technical Standard Order 
C22B. Any seat-belt installation 
bearing the legend, “CAA TSO 
C22B” can be used in licensed air- 
craft and for every automotive use. 

Auto safety belts are now being 
tested and approved by various 
nationally-known automotive safe- 
ty organizations. If you have rea- 
son to doubt the safety claims 
which the manufacturer has made, 
ask questions and, if necessary, 
write to the safety organization 
whose stamp of approval is on the 
seat belt you wish to buy. 

Some manufacturers insist that 
each individual in the automobile 
must have his own separate seat- 
belt installation. Others say that, 
while the driver should have an in- 
dividual installation, both for safe- 
ty and convenience, the other two 
passengers in the front seat can be 
protected by one single, but longer, 
seat belt, and that the three pas- 
sengers in the rear seat can receive 
adequate protection from one long 
seat belt. 
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Some manufacturers feel that 
individuals should not be “‘fastened 
together” under a single belt, since 
they could injure one another 
should they become involved in a 
collision. But since there must be 
compromise to get both conven- 
ience and safety, and because sepa- 
rate belts are more expensive, you 
will probably see both types. 


‘he driver must have an individ- 
ual seat belt which he does not 
share with the passengers sitting 
beside him. For one thing, the 
driver frequently occupies the car 
alone, and it would not be conven- 
ient to reach to the opposite side of 
the seat for the right-hand half of 
his belt each time he gets behind 
the wheel. Also, in a skid or in a 
sharp turn, a long belt might allow 
the driver to slide across the seat. 

None of the popular automobile 
seat belts now on the market are 
complicated or difficult to install. 
But before you purchase a set of 
seat belts, be sure you understand 
the amount of installation work re- 
quired. Some types of installations 
and certain models of cars do re- 
quire more time than others, so 
that if you are hiring the work 
done, one kind might cost twice as 
much as another for labor alone. 

The cost of an individual seat- 
belt installation varies from $10 to 
$20 per passenger including parts 
and labor. Since most of the labor 
cost is in fixing the hardware se- 
curely to the vehicle (a separate set 
of hardware for each right-hand 
and left-hand belt is required), the 
method offered by some manufac- 
turers which involves using one 
long belt for all three rear-seat pas- 
sengers affords considerable sav- 
ings both in parts and labor. 

Belts should be worn with not 
more than four inches slack. After 
you have your new seat belts in- 
stalled, use them—always. Ask your 
passengers to use them, too, even if 
it’s only a short trip. Statistically, a 
short local trip in your car is much 
more dangerous than a cross-coun- 
try airline flight. And more than 
80 percent of last year’s fatal acci- 
dents happened at 40 mph or less.

You can plant everbearers now, and get 
your first crop next fall. June-bearers 


will give you a big crop next spring 


| 7 have developed many fine new 
varieties of strawberries, high-yielding types 
adapted to all sorts of growing conditions. For 
best results, select varieties recommended for 
your locality. 

Then, to be sure you get all of the production 
bred into these plants, remember these funda- 
mentals of strawberry growing: 

Select a well-drained site, where water does 
not stand after a rain. If none is available, plant 
in a raised bed. Bed raised only two inches 
above surrounding level will protect plants 
from ‘“‘wet feet.” 

Don’t fail to mulch, particularly if summers 
are dry. When bed is planted, keep it cultivated 
first six to eight weeks, then mulch. Feed when 
growth starts in spring. Keep soil under 
mulches moist during summer. 

Each spring, after bed is established, cut out 
older plants. There are many systems for re- 
newing strawberry beds—most provide for 
complete renewal every three years. Second- 
year plants produce most fruit, greatest number 
of runners used to renew bed. 





When you plant, first spade up all of bed, mixing 
in any available organic matter, peat, or compost. 

Set plants in spade or trowel hole, about six 
inches deep. Be sure crown is level with soil surface. 
Plant on left above is too deep, center plant is too 
shallow, one on right is just right. 





Feed ir spring, soon after new growth starts, to 
help plants develop good roots and foliage. 

Apply food along each side of row, keeping it off 
foliage as much as possible. Use pint of 6-10-4 or 
5-10-5 for each 25 feet of row. Water it in. Use 
liquid foods as recommended by manufacturer. 






Remove extra runners. Everbearers are 
usually grown in “hills” or clumps. Remove 
all plants which can not be kept within row. 
With June-bearers, use a spaced-row system. 
Space first runners around mother plant like 
spokes of a wheel, and remove all others. 





Mulch plants in late spring, after you have 
fed and cultivated to kill sprouting weed seeds. 
Tuck the mulch under the leaves so fruit 
will rest on the mulch—not on soil. Mulch 
will also increase production. Good: straw, 
ground corncobs, and polyethylene sheets. 





Remove first blossoms from transplants. This 
gives plants chance to get established before fruiting. 

In North, remove blossoms from everbearers un- 
til July, all blossoms from June-bearers first year. 
In the South and west of Denver, remove first blos- 
soms only from both everbearers and standard types.

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but who wants to help himself, who 
wants to be self-reliant, tries the 
same lens and finds he is reading 
for the first time in 20 years.” 
There seems little doubt of Bettica’s 
motivation—he’s found the lens a 
godsend for his own dwindling 10 
percent vision. 

How long does it take the lens to 
work? That depends to a limited 
extent on how individual eyes react 
to the high magnification, but to a 
greater extent on the same set of 
psychological intangibles. ‘The 
people who have had difficulty ad- 
justing to their handicap in the 
past are the people who have to be 
coaxed with assurances for weeks or 
months before something really 
happens,” points out Doctor Hel- 
linger, staff optometrist who con- 
ducted the tests at the Industrial 
Home for the Blind, Brooklyn. “‘But 
people who are well adjusted, who 
have shown courage, find the lens 
seems to work with incredible 
speed.” 

A case in point is W. Page Pitt, 
head of the department of journal- 
ism at Marshall College, West Vir- 
ginia. Practically blind since the 
age of 4, Professor Pitt got through 
school and college by having friends 
read to him, went on to win a 
Pulitzer scholarship, and a distin- 
guished record as an educator. The 
moment he was fitted with his new 
glasses, he enjoyed what he chooses 
to call ‘“‘a miraculous emancipation 
of the spirit.” 

In the case of Mrs. Alice Ferris, a 
69-year-old Australian woman, it 
was not so much adjustment as 
overpowering determination. Mrs. 


Escape from blindness 


Ferris runs a general store near 
Melbourne and supports an invalid 
husband. Progressive cataracts had 
left her with twilight vision when 
she heard of the new optical device. 
She had saved $4,200 to support 
her husband and herself when she 
retired, but she decided to use it 
instead for a trip to New York to 
consult Doctor Feinbloom. For 
Mrs. Ferris, too, the gift of light 
came almost instantaneously. 

On the other hand, in the case of 
Evelyn Gaughan of New Bedford, 
Massachusetts, the readjustment 
period took many months. In 1936, 
Miss Gaughan was hurrying down 
a crowded street when she caught 
her heel and fell. Her head struck

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hard against the cement curb and 
she suffered a brain injury and the 
loss of 98 percent of her sight. She 
attempted to adjust to her condi- 
tion, but finally retreated into a 
shell of despondency. For 17 years, 
she lived virtually cut off from the 
active world and was dependent on 
her widowed mother for support. 

When she first tried the doublet 
lenses, her improvement was slight. 
But now she can already read 
books and magazines, go to movies 
and shows, watch television, and 
even do jobs requiring close work. 


Coitdren usually adapt them- 
selves to the new lenses much more 
quickly than adults. Soldiers also 
seem to respond quickly. At Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington, 
D.C., the Army Ophthalmological 
Service has used the new lenses 
successfully on a group of Korean 
veterans who lost their vision. A 
group of blinded Israel war vet- 
erans, sent to New York for treat- 
ment, were able to read newspapers 
right after they were fitted. 

When Doctor Feinbloom saw 
the 200-inch lens at Palomar 15 
years ago, he hoped that an adap- 
tation of the same principle might 
enable a few people with failing 
vision to retain a little longer what 
sight they had. 

Today, Doctor Feinbloom and 
his associates in the project can 
look back on long lists of patients 
whose loss of vision was not merely 
delayed but who actually escaped 
from blindness with the aid of a 
lens adapted from Palomar’s opti- 
cal giant.
